In ſome 
places there growes Cheſtnurrs: bur Figgs, Granad- 
apples, Oranges, Cirrons, Lemons,Oliucs, and ſuch 
like fruirs growenothere, butare brought thirherin 
abundance ourof Spaigne & from other Countrics.

For they invented Clocks, Printing, and the Com- 
paſſe,the making of Chariors , the laying of Colours 
with oyle,and the baking of Glaſſes. They gaue ſeue- 
rall names to the winds, which are yet to this day in 
uſe among theTranſmountaineNations. They reſto- 
red Muſicke, when it was almoſt loſt, and broughtir 
to perfeCtion asit isnow, and found out diverſc Muſi- 
call Inſtruments. And whataluſtre theLatine rongue 
(which was asit were wholy forgotten) receiued from 
Eraſmus of Rotterdam, that great reſtorer of Learning 
in theſe parts , all Learned men may iudge.

the Dukedome of Limbarg, the Eatledomes of Hol- 
land, Zeeland, Zutphen, with che Seigneuries of Frieſ- 
land, Ftrecht, Over-Tſel, and Greyning: alſo the Townes 
in Brabant and Flanders aboue mentioned, oucr 
which the Spagnard hath no commaund: We will 
ſpeake of cach Government in order,which they had 
incommon beforerhe troubles; and afterward of the 
particular Gouvernments, as theſe Countries now 
ſRandunder the obedience of the King of Spayne, & 
| underthe High & mightie Lords: the States, and 
deſcribe them before the Mapsof Holland and Bra- 

bane. 

Concerning the politique Gouvernmenr,and the 
Scare Ecclcfiaſtique: the fame is maintained in that 
miner,as it wazobſerved hererofore before the crou- 
bles under the houſe of Burgundie : whereof Guic- 
ciardine, and others writs at large. Bur after the 17. 
Provinces were devided,8& ſeparated one fr6 an other 
by the warrs, the forme of Gouvernment (eſpecially 
inthe Vnicod Provinces under the obedience of the 
high and mighty Lords the StaresGenerall) was alre- 
redandorderedas time, and occaſion required. To 
ſpeake then briefly of the policic obſerved afwellin 
the Provinces under the Commaund of the King of 
Spagne, as at this day in thoſe of the free Vniced 
Countries.It is manifeſt, that thecountries,which are 
underthe King of Spagneare gouverned almoſt ac- 
cording tothe ancicntminer:which forme conſiſterh 
in-che Counſellours of State, reſiding by the Prince, 
| orinhisabſcnce by the Gouvernour of the Coun- 
- Gouyernmenrs, | tries: thisis formed ſometimes our of a grearer , and 
F other whiles outofalefſer number of Counſcllours, 
being moſt of themnoblems, orparticular Gouvet- 
noursof Provinces. In this Council! they treat of 
peaceand warrezreceiuc and ſend ourAmbaſſadours, 
make and caſſceere Officers, andin fine handles all 
occurrences, which concerne the welfare and good 
Gouvernmenc of che Countries. 

The privic Council holds alſo their refidencie 
heere unto the Prince, or the Gouyernour of the 
Land, andconſiſts of renne or twelue Counſellours, 
moſt of them DoQors, and Licentiats inthe Lawe: 
this bath a Preſident , who is Keeporof che hroad-

- ſeale. This arh power to giue Priviledges, 

© Graunts, and Pardons, and todecide all controver- 
fies, rouching the partition of Lands, Bounds, md) 
Limits. | 

The Councillofthe Finances,or uk ie 
commonly thereare three of the Chiefeſt Lords of | 
the Countric, called the Superintendents of the Fi- 
nances, a Treaſurer, a Recciucr Generall, and three 
other States men,which arcCommiſſioners,wich rwo 
| Secreraires, and ſome other Miniſters: theſe haue the 
chiefe charges ouer the Princes Domaincs, and re- 

venews, and giue out Ordinances forthe payments, 
aſwell of the Charges of warre & Forrifications, as 
other expences about theſcrvice of the Land. In 
this Councill alſo they farme out the Princes reve- 
news, ſo that this Councill is held for the Princes Ex- 
chequer. 


7heked-ked This Councill, as alfothe Marſhal of the Court, 


who becauſe he carrieth along hathorne Rod, as a 
figne of Iuſtice, is commonly called the Red Rod, 
and which the Princes whole Court muſt followe. 
Beſides the Princes Councills aboue ſaid, there are 
others called the Chambers of Account,whereofthe 
principaleſt is held at Ryſc/l in Gallike Flanders, the 
other at Bruſſels in Brabant: they haucalſo their Pre- 
fident, and certaince Reccivers with ſome other offi- 


cers belongingto them,and areas members,and De- * 


pendanes of the Chamber, or Councill of the Fi- 
Nances,or revencws. I 

The Provinciall Council! conſiſts of a certaine 
number of Counſellours, beingDottors or ar leaſt 
Licentiats of the Lawe, and is called the high Coun- 
cill,or Parliament of Machlys : hither they maye ap- 
peale, and no further for moſt ſuits and Cauſesinthe 
Countries. In Brabant they name it the Chancerie, 
becauſe there is a Lord Chancellour, or a Preſident 
joyned with ſome other Counſcllours. Moreouer, 
chere is an Advocate Fiſcall, an Atrurney Generall, 
Recorders,Secretaires, and other inferiour Officers, 
which recciueStipends from the Prince. In this Court 
| archeardall Appeales for ſentences, pronounced by 
the inferiour Benches, belonging ro cuery Courr. 

The Bands of 0rdownance, which the Prince of the 
Countric had in the times of peace, and when his 
highneſle had no ordinaric-fooremen in his ſcruice, 
conſiſted in fourereene Companies, aſwell Caraſciers, 
as light Horſemen, whereof ſome of them were nor a- 
boue 50.0r zo.ſtrong,oucr whomeſomechicte Lord : 
ornobleman of the Countric commaunded. 

Neither had he in thoſe times any ordinaric Say - 
lours or Mariners, but fuch as ſerved apon the men

And thus much briefly ofthe State, and Policiein the 2

The State Eccleſiaſtical is almoſt mainteyned in

confirmed by the Pope of Rome; who notwithiſtan- 
ding,hath no power to cite any manourofrhe Coun- 
tric, be he a Clergie or a Lay-man, bur whenheharh 
any thing roſay againſt him, he muſt ſend heirher his 
Legars, to decide the cauſcin controverſic. Neither 
hath the Pope authority to conferreany Church-be- 
nehce UpUIL d1ly Wd LOT rotendour his Bulls,or his 
Bricycts (if he meanes they ſhall rake any cffe&) 
without the Princes conſent, Tothis end, the Em- 
m_ Charles the fifth made a very provident de- 

ce, namely, thatno Ecclcſiaſticall perſon of what

| The ſupreme Commaund in the Vnited po 
lands, or (asthe French fay) the Souverainty ouce 
all cauſes, which concernes the Common-Weale of 
the faid Countries, isadminiſtred by the noble, high, 
& mighry Lords che States General, whoſe aſſembly 
conſiſts of ſuch, and ſo many Commircies, as cuery 
Countrie $hall thinke good from time totime to de- 
pute,aſwell our of the knighrs & genrie, asout of the 
Magiſtrates, and the Rulers of Townes. Theſe giue 
nottheir Voices Gomes orhead by head,bur Pro- 
vincialiter, thatis, in the behalfe and as repreſenting 
their owne Province, and their Commiſſion extens 
derh not onely toadviſe, and rcfolue upon diverſe 
points, for which they are called andafſembled, bur 
alſo upon allaccidentall occafions,which may happe, 
and to refolueupon that, which may tend beſt co the 
good and the ſervice of the Land.

for which they hauc their ordinaric Officers, & Mis

The Lords of the Councill of Statein the Vnired 
Provinces,after the nomination & depurati6of each 
Province, recciuc their Commiſſions, & Inftrutions 
from the Lordsthe States Generall, ro whome they 
arc bound by oath ro be true and faichfull unro them, 
and to gouvernethemlſclues according totheinſtru- 
ion, which they giue them. 

Notwithſtanding , the Lords the States General 
reſerue unto themſclues the libertie ro doe al things, 
which they haue preſcribed, and commaundedrhe 
id Councill in their inſtruftions, when they ſeeir 
way ſerue for the [eruice of rhe Land, in ſuch a caſe 
alrcring & diminishing, or enlarging their Inſtrufti- 
ons, &interpreting them if they finde any obſcuritic 
' inthem. 
| In this Councill of State firs alwaies one in the 
name of the King of Great Bretaigne , by vertac of 
the alliance renewed ang] confirmed berweene his 
Majeſtic and the Vnited Netherlands. 

The Privie Councill, and that of the Finances, or 
revenews, arc notinuſe inthe Vnited Provinces: but 
in ſtead thercof,du ring the warres thereis aChamber 
forthe Revencws crected. Intormer times they had 
a Treaſurer and a Receiner Generall,with ſome inferiour 
Receivers, which had the Ordering and mannaging 
of all moneys, and Treaſure concerning the Genera- 
lity. The Chambers of account in Holland, and Gelder- 
land continue ſtill upon the Old Burgunian foore:bur 
in the yccre 1594. there was anew Chamber of Ac- 
counteretted at Middelburg in Zeeland. = 

For the Ordering of Sea-aftaires, the Lords the 
Statcs Generall, beſides his Excell. Lord Admirall of 
the Sea, hauc appointed as Vice-Admirall Monſieur 
Dorp. The Councellours of the Admiralitic con- 
liſts of certaine perſons nominated and choſen by 
eucrie Province, &theſcarcto followe thoſe orders, 
and InſtruQions,giuen them by the Lords the States 

Generall:the Aſſemblics,or Colledges ofthis Coun- 
cill are five innumber, namely, the firſt ar Middel. 
burgh, che 2. at Rotterdam the 3.ar Araſterdam,the 
4- atHoorn or Enchuyſen, andthe x. at Harlin. 
gen,or Dockhum, cach townc taking his rurne. 
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or Parliament of Machlyn, Anno 1582 there was ere- 
Qedin Hollanda chiefe Courr of Tuſtice, for all ſuirs 
in law called the High Councill , unto which any 
man maye appcalc from che ſenrences pronounced 
by the Provinciall Courts of Holland, Zecland, and 
Weſt-Friezland; wherein they may ſucfor areviſion 
for any errour ſuppoſed. Inthis Councill, the Lords 
che States may depure ſome Learned Lawyers, and 
Counſellours to reyew , & ouerſcethe determined 
ſuirs & evidences,& if they finde any errourin them, 
to pronounce ſErence, according to which cucrie mi 
is to gouverne himſclfe,& not ro appeale any higher. 
Theſe Counſellours are nominated, and choſen by 


the Provinces of Holland, Zecland,and Weſt-Friez- 


land, andconſiſt commonly ofa Prefident, and nine 
ortenn other Counſclloursof the Lawe. 

Touching the Eaſt, and Weſt Indian Companies, 
they haue alſo diuerſe chambers, as at Amſterdam, 
Hoorn, Enckhuyſen, Rotterdam, Delf, and Middel- 
borgh. Their ordinaric returnes from Iaya, Perſia, 
the Coaſt of Cormandel, the Molucos, China, Am- 
bon , andotherplacesinthe Eaſt Indies, arcall forts 
of Spiceries , Silks, Cottons, Dyamants , Peerles, 
Muſk, Radix-China, and diverſeother coſtly wares, 
which ſometimes are valued to be worth fiue hun- 
dred thowſand pownds ſtarling: ſothart the Partici- 
pants of this Companie , recciue great gayne and 
profit for the moneys which they hauc laid into it: be- 
Gides, this navigation brings great crading into the 
Townes, and ſerts many pooremena worke, which 
gerrtheir living by ir. | 

The Weſt Indian Companie hath done great 
harme tothe Crowne of Spagne: for Anno 1624.with 
their Shipping under the Condu@ of Generall Wil- 
lckes, theytooke inthe rowne of Salvador, lyingin | 
Brafilein the Bay of Todos Los Santos , and keprit 
diverſe months. Alſo (in the yeere 1627) that va- 
liant Sea - Captaine Perer Peterſ{ Heyw , ſurpriſed 
the King of Spagnes Silver fleete in the Hayanes, by 
cheIle Cuba, and brought in for the Companicthe 
worth of aboue three milions of pounds ſtarling. 
And finally,within three yeeresafter upon the ninth 
of Marts, Generall Lonck, and Theodore War- 
denburgh tooke the towne of Olinda in Farnam- 
bucq: which the DircQours of tc ſaid Companie 
hold yerunto this day: with ſome other Forts, and 
Ilandstaken in ſince, lying upon the Coaſt. What

Sichem, Sichenen,or rather Sieckheym, was ſo called from

Not os from Sichem upon the ſame river is Dieſt, whoſe 
libertie-reacheth far: in this trowne are two Canonicall Chur- 
ches, the one founded to the honour of $.Sulpicius, and the 
other dedicated to S«lohn.

The name of 
it is derived of Juſtus Lipfius from Lo, and Yeew, Lo ſaith he 
ſignifies a hill or heigth, whereupon the old Caſtle of Loberg 
ſands at this day, Yeew is a fenine or a turfie earth, ſo that Le- 
ven betokens a low fenne or an earth, lying under a bill, bur 
not to ſpend to much time in the derivation of the name of 
this rewne: Loven is a towne lying in a pleaſant and a fruit- 
full Soile, having ſuch a ſweete and a milde aire abour it, that 
it yeeldeth Wines. She is watered with the River Dele or 
Dyle, being in compaſle more then foure Italian miles in cir- 
cuit, and encompaſſed with a double Wall.

having married the daughter of Y7Yichard the third, 
called _Madehheids, obtained the Countrie of Gelders, 
&in regard of his noblebirth (for he was deſcended 
from the 0rhoes, Dukes of Saxonic) and courage inthe 
warres of Henrythe third, in the yeere c19Lxx1x. 
as Lazixs, andthe Chronicle of Zeeland mention, or 
as Aquilizsrelateth anno 1 x1.was then created Earle, 
andlefr his Sonne Gerard, whome he had procreared 
by his wife Adetheida heirc of Gelderland: and by aſc- 
cond wife called a—_ the daughter of YYich- 
men Earle of Gelderland, he gott Gerlacws , who ſuc- 
ceded him in the Earledome of Zazphen . He 
dying withonr iflue , this Earledome was annexed 
ro Gelderland: fo that Gerart left to his Sonne Henry 
both theſe Earledomes: to which his wife s (or 
as ſore write Seynerds, the daughter of Godefroy the 
third Duke of Br«benr) brought him for her dowric 
the Velowe. He lefr behinde him two Sonnes, called 
Gerard, and Otho. The Elreſt made warres againſt the 
Biſhop of Yerechs for the Yelovv; after him Ochorhe 
ſecond, trooke that warre upon him and ſucceeded 
him in his livings. After him Gererdche third attained 
unto this Earledome, who being deceaſed, Orho the 
third ſurnamed the Lame, hadirt by inheritance. The 
Lyn ns very veg Ger William Earle of Holand, 
w en eti Emperour,morgaged unto 
him fora greatſumme of money thetowneof Nicu- . 
megen,up6 this condition,if the ſaid money were not 
repaydups theday appointed;that then the ſaid0rho, 
& his ſucceſſours ſhould enioy the faid rowhe as their 
inhericance for cuer. This ſame Ocho was the firſt 
that encompaſled Ruermond,. Arnhem, Bommel, Goch, 
Harderivuycke, and Y V agening with walls. His Sonne 
Reinald ſucceeded him in theGouvernment;and after 
him &einald the ſecond, who wasinſuch grace & fa- 
vour-with the Emperour Zedwvicke, the ſcucn | 
Prince-EleQours,char in the yeere 1339. uponthe 14- 
of Aprillatthe Dycl of Fr. he was createdDuke 
of Gelderland. Bur after he had gou + pony 
cs, there hapned a great quatrell and a warre, 
Rrocnd Me anc his youngns brother Edvvard, 
who overthrew him in a baraile, and kept vers! wh 
ſoner ren yeeres. This Edvwerd being 


fcended. For this Countrie Anno 1351. (as Richard 
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two ſiſters Margret, and Marie, who made warre 
one againſt another, which continued ſo longrill 
Mareret dycd without ſue: and that YVilliam the 
Sonne of Mery, who was Dukeof Gulick,was called 
ro be Duke of Gelderlend, and Earlc of Zatphen. His 
brother Reiuald the fourth ſucceeding him d edalfo 
without hcires. Now his ſiſter Mary had by her hul- 
band Iohn of Ariel a Sonne (named YFilliam of Ar- 
bel) who inherited the Dukedome, after the Death 
of this Iohn which William a fore faid murdered 
at Gorichom, and left no Children bchinde him. After 
whole deccaſc his liſter Mary , hadthe Dukedome of 
Gelderland giuen her in Marriage , who broughrir 
to her huſband 1ohn of Egmond Lord of the Berovve. 
Shee barre him a Sonne named Arnald, who diſpu- 
ted with Adolph Earlc of Bergh tor the Dukedomes 
of Gelderland and Gulick , whereupon the Emperour 
Sigiſmund gaue the right,and poſſeſſon thereofto the 
Earle ofBergh.Bur Arnald having married the — 
tcr of Adolph Duke of Clexe, by the help ofhis Father 
in law recoavercd the Dukedome of Gelderland, by 
force af armes from the ſonne of Adolph Earle of 
Bergh,called Rupert: whom Mary the widdowe of Rey- 
wall the third Duke of Gelders, had marryed. This 
Duke Arnald being caſt into a priſon by his Ambi- 
tious Sonne Adolph, was releaſed outofirby Charles 
of Burgoundie; and gouverning but two _ afrer, 
diſinheriting his Sonne for his unworthineſle, ſold 
his Countric unto Charles Duke of Burgundie, and 
by will declared him hisheire. Herthen both by pur- 
chaſe and inheritance, having obtained this Duke- 
dome, ruled ouer it, till the yeere 78 in which time he 
dyedat Nancy. Afterward his daughter Mary ſuccee- 
ded him, and her huſ band Maximilian Sonne unto 
Fredrick the Emperour. But Charles of Egmond Sonne 
unto Adolph, was called our of France by the States of 
Gelderland, who bciftg wearic of the Burgunian Gou- 
verment , with greatioy and rcioycing made him 
Duke of Gelderland,and Zurphen. He governed over it 
almoſt rothe end of his daics, andatlaſt being licke, 
made William the Sonne of Iohn Duke of Clexe his 
heire. Who tor a time though greatly againſt the will 
ot the Emperour Charles the hitch, gouvernedir. Bur 
cfg aving a great part of the Dukedome of 
Gulick taken from him, and being cruclly perſecured 
by the Emperour, ſcing in whata badd calc he and his 
Countric was, cIcI> x L111. in the armie before Yenlo 
was forced to aſkethe Emperour forgiueneſle: after 
which it was agreed on both ſides , rhart the Duke 
ſhould giue oucrhis poſlcfſion of Gelderland, and re- 
nounce his oath made untorhe States, and Inhabi- 
ranesthercof, with condition allothat the Emperour 
ſhould reſtore unto him all his Countrie of Gulch, fa- 
ving two townes, to wit, Heyſbergh, and Sittare. And 
thus thoſc oft Gelderland,who were betore free,came 
under the obedience of theſe Princes, yerſothartthey 
retained their ancient Lawes, Priviledges, and Stars.

The Chronicles of Holland mention,that Old Viaer- 

ding ſtood heretofore, where nowethe Afuſe fallcth 
intothe Sea, where there wasa Caſtle builr by ſome 
Gyants, which camcout gn 
Along thiscoaſt by the Sea fide, thereare downes, 
as in other ofHolland.By the downes lycth Gra- 
' veſand , which formerlic wasa fine rowne, fortified 
with walls with a good hauecn , and a high ſtceple, 
which isasa Pharxs , or Sea marke for Mariners. I his 
was heretofore the Pallace, and Courr of the Earles 
of Hellend,till Guilbelmus Emperour of Rome, remouved 
irto the Hagh. There arc yer ſome ruines lefrof the 
ancient Court, & the Court-Lane and other places 
ive ſufficient reſtimonie of the antiquitic thereof. 
Fhwrbus alſo a Cloifler of Regular Monks. Graveſand 
is much noted forthe delicate greene cheeſe which is 
made there. The ſoile is very fruitfull, and bearerh 
excellent wheare. 

Next unto Meſelend, lycth Schieland ſo called from 
the river Schie , whence allo Schiedam , atownenor 
farre from Ylaerding taketh the name, having alarge 
anda commodious haven. This place gotthe name, 
and Priviledge ofatowne in the yeere 1274,and was 
called then Niewvendam ill the yecre 1300, bur after 
was named Schiedam. The Inhabitants arc moſt fi- 
ſhers , and knitrersof Nets, and liue by raking of 
herings. 

Nextunto this lycs De/f5-haven, and then the mer- 
chant rowne of Rotterdam ,, fo called from the river 
Rotre, whichrunneth through the Cirie. It was foun- 
ded abour 300 yecres agoc,as_ Adrien Iunins of Hoorne 
witnefſcth in his Batevis , whence it appeareth evi- 
dently , that thoſe which ferch the name of this 
rowne from Rorarine King of France, and that itwas 
builr in the yeere of our Lord 42, or Anno 778 (as 
ſome write) arc much decciued. This isa very popu- 
lous, and arich rowne, having great trading by ſca, 
where there is good beere brued, which is vented in 
the other townes of Holland andin thearmy : Vpon 
the one ſide of ir, there is a fine hauen, made with

blew free-ſtone : Ir is famous for that learned man, | 


which was borneand liucdinir, to wit Eraſmms of Ror- 
terdam , in remembrance of whome the Magiſtrats 
hauec ſcrtupa braſen ſtatute in the Marker place, big- 
gerthen a man, witha booke in his hand. 

Ter Gonde lyeth about nine Engliſh miles further 
then Rotterdam, and is ſonamed ( as Iwniws luppolcth) 
fromthe Go, which lyeth ncerc irt,others take it from 
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the river Gow, which runnerh thtough this rowne, 

Ter Gonde lyeth uponthe 7ſel, nor upon the river 
ſo called, which runneth through Gelderland into the 
Southerne Sea; butupon that, which comming by 
Verecht, Iſelteyne , , and Ondewvuater , run- 
neth chrough the midſt of theſaid rowne. It is wor- 
thy of obſervation that there is ſcarce a houſe in this 
rowne, bur the faid river runneth underit. Johannes 
Bloſius was once Lord of it, whowas borne of the one- 
ly daughter of /ohy of Haynault, who was brother unto 
VVilliam , Earle of Holland and Haynaule: whoſe huf- 
band was Lodovicws Bloſius. This Bloſius afterward ha- 
ving married the Ducheſſe Machrelt of Gelderland, 
wrote himſelf Duke of Gelders, and Anno 1372 made 
che Inhabitants of Ter Gonde free from paying of all 
Cuſtomes andtoles in Gelderland.

In the yeare 1629 when Fre- 
derickHenry Prince of Orange was engaged beforethe 
Boſh , with the States armie, and that the Ennemies 
army and the Emperours commanded by Monte Cu- 
culyhad gort into the Velowe by the way of Diverſion 
todravy the Prince trom that liege, Count Cuculy com- 
ming betore it & ſummoning it, it was ſoone ycelded 
over to him , upon the14 of Auguſt that yeare. In 
theintcrim // wy was {urpriſed , and taken in by the 
States ſouldiers under the Condutt of the Heere or 
Lordof Dieden,a place of great importance & the Ma- 
gazine trom whence the Enncemies Army had their 
Victualls, and where their bridgelay over the Rhene, 
where they loſt their Canon & munitions, and had a 
thouſand priſoncrs taken with abundance of riches 
inthe rowne,for indeed this Citty was the Sedes Belli, 
and cheirrerreatintheſe parts, The Surpriſall of this 
towne was fo ſudden and did fo trighten, and amaze 
the Ennemy , the doore being ſhurr behinde them, 
that Count Cuculy was driuen to abandon this rowne, 
andtorctue himſclte to the Spaniſharmy for fearc of 
a ſhroder blowe , which he did on the 22 of thar 
month without bidding thoſe of Amerstord fare well. 
Montfoort lieth upon the Tſecl, ſome three Engliſh 
miles trom' I Yoerden, Oudevwater, and 1ſcliteyn, itis a 
prettic town, fir{t built for atronrier againſt choſe of 
Holland, becautc there hapned berweene the Earlces of 
Holland, and the Bithops of Yerechr a bloodic warre for 
alonge time,in regard the Emperour Charles rhe Balde 
had giuen a part of this Biſhopricke ro the Earlc of 
Holland. Inthoſe daies the Citty of Yereche was fo po- 
wertull, that Pope Pius the (eeond , who liucd inthe 
yeare 1450, writcth, that the Biſhop of Yereche could 
raiſcin an inſtant 4» thoutand men under his owne 
Command, and though he was much warred upon 
by the Hollanders, Friezes, and Gelders, yet was he able 
to detend himliclte, & ro maintainc his owne Coun-

uponthe banks, rodry in the Sunne and the Winde, 
and being halfedry, hs comeand trample upon ir, 
and ſpread it a broade to that thickneſle, which they 
would have their turffe off, and becauſe their tecre 
ſhould not linkeinto it, they binde under the (olcs of 
cheir ſhooes foure-ſquare nr Ser and ſo going upon 
iclines our their worke,, by cutting this mudd with a 
flattyron ſpade, like checquer worke or the paines of 
laſ-windowes, where lying till it bedrycr, they take 
it up with the ſame inſtrument, and pile it up in 
heapes, as high as aman, leaving holcs berweene 
them that the Sunne may beate upon them , and 
the windewiſ ke through them, and being become 
reaſonable dry, they putt them into havells in the 
Fenns , till they be as hardandas dry asa brick, and 
this is the ordinary fucll of Holland, Zeland, and 
Weſt-Friezcland. They hauc an other kind ofrurte 
cutt in heaths, which they pile and ſertt upin heapsin 
the ſame manner, thisis commonly enterlaced with 
{mall rods of bruſh, and makes agood hire, whichis 

uickly kindled and quickly burnt; whercas the beſt 
hen makes a fire which will laſt ſome two houres. The 
poorer fortalſo, makea kinde of turfe of Cowedung 
mingled with hay and ſtraw, which they dry in che 
ſunne and ſcrucsthem for fyring, but this is offenliue 
co theireyes and makes an ill ſmell.

Koyecs, and {crves the Countric with abundance of 
Fowle, cfpecially it it be a wert Winter, and thus 
much tor my owne Countriethe 1le of Ele. 

Toreturnc againe to 3 Feſt-Friefland, this Coun- 
tric had tormerly Kings of their owne, till the time 
ot Charlemagne, but betore they bore for along time 
the hcavic yoake of the Danes,and Normans,andatter 
his deccate, had endured many aflaults, rill ar laſt 
they enjoyed reſt in the dayes of that peaccable 
Prince Charles the Fitth. 

Thercarerwelve townes in V7eſt-Friez/and,where- 
of Leuvwarden is accounted the chictelt, being arich 
City, adorned with goodly houſcs, havinga ſtrong | 
Calitle inir, and is tortifyed with a good wall, and 
deepe moates abour is,againſt the aſlaults of an enne- 
my. Here 1s alto held the Court and Chanceric of 
Friezland, trom whence no man mayc appeale, Svvi- 
chem is the towne where I 7gltus was borne, andlycth 
clolc byir. Dockum where Gemma Friſius was borne 
hath a tertill foile round abour it, & pleaſant pa- + 
ſtures,lying within fixc miles of Lea-2-.arden, & within 
three of the G#/ph, or Sea botome, & was once under 
Gelders. Sneeck being nine miles from Lenwwarden 
lyeth in a lowe, and a moiſt ground, which will bcarc 
no corne, but in ſtead thereot, they haverich med- 
dowcs. T his towne was built not abouc two hundred 

/ecres agoc, lince which time 1t1s focnlarged, and 
ne {o Houriſhcd , that ir will (carce gue place to 
any towne in Friez/and. TI his trowne hath breed & 
bene the nurcing mother ot many Learned, and 


Famous men, as toachimus Hepperus, the lightand or-

nament, not onely of this rowne, but alſo of all Friez- 
land and the Netherlands, Allo Petras a Fritema an 
excellent lawyer, Albert Hero a great Divine, and a 
Philoſopher, & divers others. Szaverenlyethby rhe 
ſhoare of the Southerne Sea, among plaine and le- 
yell fields, devided one from another by many dir- 
ches, anddraines, Thereis no remarkeablething in 
ir, bur onely an ancient Caſtle, which commaunds & 
lookes intothe Sea, the foundation whereof was layd 
Anno 1522. by George Schenck Gouvernour of Friez- 
land at the commaund of the Emperour Charles the 
Fifth, that the Burguniens with the more caſc, and 
convenicncie might ſend Men & Vigtualls into the 
next townes of Holland. Plinie in his 4. booke and 
15. Chapter tearmerhthe ancientInhabitants there- 
of the Sturii. Harlingen lycth upon the Mouth ofthe 
Southerne Sca, hatha ferrill ſoile, aſtrong Caſtle, a 
commodious haven, & a good rcad and harbour for 
the Faſterlings, and Northerne Friezes, anda towne 
where there is a good traficke and a great reſort of 
people. Franiker was ſo called from the Franks, and 
is the natiuc towne of [oarnnes Vipins,wo was very [{kil- 
full inthe three languages. Ir 1s alſo an Vniverlſitie. 
There are other townesalſoas Damme, Bolſuvarden, 
Tlit, Sloten, VVorcum, and Hindeloopen. 


Friezland hath alſo many Ilands,whereof Schellinch 1,4 


is the chicteſt, nored much for the catching of Dog- 
fiſh, whichare takeninthis manner: When they lica 
ſunning by the Seca fide , the Peſants (eing them, 
wrappe abour them ſclues Oxen or Cowes hides, 
androamuze them, falls adauncing, and a leapin 
upon the Sands, theſe hſhbeing takenand delig ns. 
with this antick, come neerer tothem,and being gotr 
a pou way from the brinke of the Seca, they pir- 
ching theirnetts, betweene themand home caſts of 
their hides, ar which ſudden ſight, rhey being frigh- 
red, ſcrambling to geragaineintothe Sea, arc taken 
intheſc foiles. Here where borne Rudolphas Agricola, 
VVyeſſelus, and Reinerys Pridinus all famous Philoſo- 
phers and Devines. 


There are in Friezland (as is faid) many Lakes, 


Meeres, Poolcs & Rivers, as the Lawwvers, called armre & 
heretofore Laubacus, Lavica, and Lebola, upon the Ker. 


Eaſt ſidelycth Ems, and onthe South part the Sonth- 
erne Sea.

The firſt is the Countic of Ooftergovy, w 
vvarden is the capitall Citic, and, theſe are devided 
apgaine into Lordſhip and precints, as Lewwwarder 
vuard, Tietzarker vuard, Taerdar wuard, Rauwwuarder 
vvard, Fervverder viuard, Dongervuard in which YVet- 
zenslyeth, Dantummer vuard, in which Dantumma- 
wvold (tandeth, Cerſpelen, in which Sayrbuſum is. Col- 
merland, whereof Collum is the chiefe, YVYeſternland 
wherein lies Beetz, Swalimgerland, in which was the 
Abbey of S. Benedidtus Order, called Smalingerly. The 
ſecond State is the Countie of YYeſtergowv, in which 
are theſe precints, as YYonſeravvard, whereof YV/it- 
marſumis the chicteſt.

Wn HE Citic of Groyming with the 
circumjacent territoires, and 
9 Villages, commonly called 
IH che Ommelands , were in an- 


Friezland, becauſc they fron- 
red, and lay fo ncere upon ir, 
and afrer many troubles , be- 
came a rich and a populous 
Statcand Province of them ſclues , who nt along 
rime mainteyned, & defended their owne Liberties, 
Lawes, and Statuts, ſometimes giving them ſclues 
under the protettion of the Biſhop of Yrreche, and 
otherwhiles under the Earles of Holand, for which 
they gaue them a yecrly tribute, and did them ho- 
mage, till at laſta faftion roſe, berweene the Sherin- 


Avcien gers, andthe YVerkoopers of Friezland. Now tor the pre-

_— of furure troubles, and the ending of this 
quarrell, the Emperour Maximilian the Firit, gaue 
as afee ſimple unto Duke Albert of Saxony, who was 
then Vicar of the Empire, the State of Groyning, and 
Friezland, lying on the further ſide of the Ems. This 
being diltaſtfull ro the Friezes , that would nor ac- 
knowledge him , he was driuen to fide with the 


Scheringers, by whoſc help, and afliſtance (underthe | 


Condutt of his Generall Fucks)he made warrs againſt 
the Yerkoopers, that had joyned themſclues with thoſe 
of Grepning. Theevent of this warre was ſuchat the 
laſt, that thoſe of Groyning were forced torenounce 
all their claime ,.and pretences to the territoires of 
Ooftergowvw, V Veſtergowy, & Sevenvvoldt, and beſides, 
ro paye to this Duke yeerly the ſomme of thirtie 
thowland Crownes. The other townes alſo whereof 
Lenvvuarden was the chiefeſt, ſubſcribed to theſe con- 


_ ditions, burafterwards —_ rhis yockethey re- 


volted, whereupon the Duke of Sexonvie coming 
into the Countric with an army, conſtrayned them 
by force of armes to yceld unto him. The Groynin- 
gers tearing to be ſerucdin the ſame kind, by theme- 
diation, and interceſſion ofthe Biſhop of Yrrecht ob- 
rained atruce from him. 

The Friezesafter this rebelled a third time, which 
occalioneda newwarre, that laſtedrill thedeceale of 
Duke Albert,who left his Sonne his Succeſlour. Vpon 
his death, the Friczes-raking courage againe, thin- 
king now nomoreperills & daungers had hung over 
their heads, belicged Damme, which Edfard Earle of 
Embden held in the behalfe of the Duke of Saxonte. 
Hercupon alſo Huge Count of Leyſritz; beſieged the 
Citric of Groyn! Toe once more through the inter- 
ccſlion of the Bilhop of Verechr a truce was made for 
the ſpaceof foure yeeres, whichrime being expired, 
and that thoſe of Groyning would no w_ 0 
the Emperours commaund, Count Edfar, of 
den, and Yyt, of Dracckdorf, as chiefes in the behalfe 
of Henry, Duke of Saxony, came againcand belicged

Groyning, and caſt up two ſtrong forts before it, which 
did muchdiſtreſſe themin the Winter, The rowne 
now ſcing, thatthe promiſled relicte ofthe 0wveryſel- 
bſh townes failled « , Where ready to haueentred 
into competes with the Saxon, had it nor bene 
for anaffront, which hapnedintheinterim. For juſt 
ar that inſtanr, when they were coming to parrie, the 
Chictraine Vyt of Drackendorf,, had wa ſome Bur. 
gers priſoners, who being nor able to pay that ran- 
ſome, which he had impoſed upon them, uſed them 
baſcly, cutt of theirnoſes and cares, and turned them 
againc intothe rowne: which did fo cxaſperare the 
Citizens, that therreatic brooke off, and they would 
by nomeanes haue todoc any more with the Saxon; 
bur preſently offred che rowne to the Earle of Emb- 
den, upon this condition, that he would never ſuffer 
them ro come againe unde? the Saxon, & ſo agreeing 
together ( Anno 1506.) the Earle entred into this 
rowne, with full power and authority, and after the 
Citizens had taken the oath of allegance unto him, 
he builr aſtrung Caſtlein it; Duke George of Saxonie 
taking this monſtrous ill, withthe afliſtance of Erick 
Duke of Branſvvick in revenge of this, fell into Eft. 
Friezland, with a mighty army and burnt and ſpoyld 
his Countrie, which torced the Earle of Embden, to 
forſake Groyning & come to defend his owne Coun- 
rrie and inherirance, for which afterward he was ci- 
red, and baniſhed by the Empire;& looſing Damme, 
was driven toquitre Groyning, as being unablero 
reſiſt ſo mightie Ennemies. Whereupon thoſe of 
Groyning , ſcing themſclucs diſticure of helpe 
and abandoned , ſent Depurics unto the Duke of 
Saxonie , that they were willing to compound with 
him , if chey might keepe and envoy their privi- 
ledges, and that he would raze the Caſtle. The Duke 
of Saxony , not accepting of theſe proffers: bur puf- 
fing and ſnuffingar them (as many proud men doe 
balls a fall) would haue the rowne deliuered into 
his hand, without any reſervarion,or exception what- 
ſocuer, and ſothe Deputies ofthe rowne returning 
without cffeing of any thing, roold him betorethey 
departed , that neither he, norany of his poſteritie, 
ſhould euer be Lord of Groyning againe: and co- 
ming home, conſulting among themſclues, chooſe 
an other Proteftour, and found ir good, to preſent 
this rowne to Charles of Egmont, Duke of Gelder, 
who teccived them into his proteQtion;and preſently 
rooke poſlctlion of ic by William of 0yew & YYerner 
Spiegel. The Caſtle was inſtantly demoliſhed, and the 
urgers tooke an oath to be true to the Duke, and 
the Crowne ot France , becauſe he had alwaics ben 
in league withit, ro helpe ro defend him againſt che 
wer ofthe Burganians. This cauſed a long, anda 
oudicwarre ; betweene theſe two Dukes, rill at laſt, 
the Duke of Saxonic , being weary of the warre, 
ſould and rclignedall the _ and intereſt he had 
6: unto 
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unto Friezland,unto Charles Prince of $ ,forrwo 
handred thowland Crownes, and ſo - Duke of S4- 
xon4e retreated into Miſiz. After this a warre began 
againe , berweene thoſe of Gelders, and Burgundze. 
Flores of Tſelteyn fided with the houſe of Auſtria, and 
the Earle of Embden tooke part with thoſc of Gelder- 


lend. Bur at laſt the Groynimgers , having bene 20. 


yeeres under the commaund of the Gelderers, paying 
cuery yecre untothe Duke, a tribute of zo. thowlan 
Gilders , expeing no good ſucceſle, bur thar the 
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minuts, and in the latirude of 53. degrees, and 16. mi- 
nuts abour 18. miles from Leawverden. The Carhe- 
drall Church was dedicated to the honour of S. Mar- 
tin, & is under the Biſhop of Yereche. In this Church 
thercarea faire paire of Organs, which Rudolphus A-

is well knowne, that for the knowledge and practiſe of 
hiſtories the uſe, and profit of Geographic are greater 
then Icanexpreile: butit hath a worthines yet more 
praiſe-worthy, it well applyed tothe end, whereunto 
It is moſt proper (the knowledge of a Politick State) 
therein repreſenting not only the ſight of places,bur 
alſothe nature and lawfull condition ofthem all, as 
requiſite in the Duty of a Geographer. For as the 
Painter will not have ſatisfied his proteſſion, that hath 
repreſented a man accordingto the proportion of his 
limbs, but negleCing the colours and Phyſiognomick 
fignes left unto us his nature & paſſions hidden,in like 
manner he will ſhape us a Geographick body , dead & 
ſenceleſſe,thar ſetring down the deſcription of places 
ſhall forgetr the relation and proportion which they 
hold together. Therefore, I have principally endea- 
voredto deſcribe before every Mapp the order 8& na- 
ture of the moſt remarkeable places in every Pro- 
vince, the betterto profit, the ſtudious, and caretull of 
Politick matters and State affaires, Yet if our deſcri- 
ption be impertect in many things, and erroneous in 
lome points, maruall not at it { Reader.) For wee have 
not the formes of Gouvernment of all Countries, 
neither had wee leiſure to find them our : bur of as 
much as wee have ben able to colle&t, by the reading 
ot hiſtories, wee have at laſt drawn out a reſemblance, 
or rudiment of a Politick State,that may inſtru thee 
of the order & condition of the thing propounded, fo 
that it is the eaſier tor thee tocorrect, and adde unto 
rhat which thou wilt find deficient in thine own coun- 
try: which if thou doeſt, and wilt ſend it mee, 1 ſhall 
acknowledge it to proceed from thee in the reformed 
trontiſpice of the Fable, If every man would doe ſo 
much in his owne Country, it is incredible how great 
profit Lovers of Geographic ſhould reap thereby. 

Now as there are three chief things to be confide- 
redin the gouvernment of Kingdomes , Provinces & 
' Principalities, viz. the Eccleſiaſtical State , the Poli- 
rick,andthe Adminiſtration of Juſtice : I wil deſcribe 
firſt of all, before the” Chorographick Carde of every 
Country , how many Politick States and conditions 
there are init, according as the order of dignities is 
there obſerved, Thenin the diſtin&is ofplaces noble 
(becauſe the chiefe Gouvernment is in the hands of 
the Nobility.) 1 ſhall name thoſe firſt that are held in 
fief and redevance of the Prince: Then the tree,and 
all orderly deſcending from the higheſt tothe lowelt 
degree of Nobility, or Dukedomes , Earledomes , 
Lordſhips. And thirdly , in what Government rhe 
Province is divided, which be three things ſufficientto 
the knowledge of the Politick State. As for the Ju- 
ſice,wee will note thejuriſdiction of the Dioceſes,8&

concerning the Cleargy,there will be made mention, 
firſt of the Arch-Biſhops (if there be any) then of Sut= 
fragan Biſhops, andothers that follow them in order.

From thoſe tearmes and limits, following 
on this fide, the Meridians , onthe other , the Para- 
leles, uponthe latitude, you will come untothe com-- 
mon ſection and place propounded by you, of them 
that are inthe Indices of Maps, you wil know the fight 
by themſelyes. But if the names be nor found in the 
propounded table that will be the fault of him , who 
firſt repreſented it, tor which cauſe the deſcription of 
Principalities,and Lordſhips was not to be forgotten, 

And becauſe the Nobility holdeth the Gouvern- 
ment & Dominion of Provinces ; it will be both plea- 
ſingand profitable, to know the degrees and proper 
conditions thereof. The higheſt, is that of an Empe- 
rour or of a King , which tollow in their ranck the 
Duke, Earle, Baron,and the Tribunws military, called of 
the Low Dutch Bander-heer. As it were Lord of a 
Band, that is atrouppe, ſubjected under his Banner. At. 
ter him goes the Knight,calledof the French Cheva- 
lier,of the low Dutch Ridder. Laſt of allis the Squire, 
that beareththe marks & ornaments of Nobility, but 
hath not yet received the dignity of this order. There 
are 3 degrees of Earles : he thatis in the firſt is called 
of the French Vicomte, that is next unto his Duke be. 
fore all other in privileges and authoritic , Ludovicw 
Guicciardin is of opinion, that he ſhould be called Bur- 
grave. It may be thatthis order of Earles hath ben 
thus diminiſhed as itis ſeene this day , but at the be-" 


ginning his authority was greater , as it appeareth . 


Inthe ſecond ranck is the Comte 
ProvinCiall, named of the Low-dutch, Landgrave: 1n 
the third the Marquis, Marcgrave. Theſeare the chict 
degrees and order that is held in the Government of 
a, Country.

found itin a French Booketitled 4 Diviſion du Monde, 
deducing from the lower Nobility the creationof 0- 
the: degrees , the properties whereof and order of 
Government may the better be cleared thereby, . 
The Knight ( faith he ) or Chevalier, trom a no- 
ble Squire, is thus made. After along times triall of 
his valourin the warres, if he hath ben in ſundry char- 
7es, and have competent meanesto uphold the State 
of Chevalerie, being iſſued of arich, great and noble 
family ; when a batrell is offred or other remarkea- 
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the Army or to ſome generouſe and valliant Knight 
that hedefrerh the order of Knighthood. Then at- 
terthe conflict, where he hath behaved himſelfe well: 
he ſhall preſent himſclte to the Generall or foreſaid 


Knight, whome he muſt pray in the name of God and 
$.George to give him the badge and marks ofthe or- 


der, which heard the Generall ſhall draw his ſword, & 
ſtrike this Petitioner thrice , ſaying : I create thee 
Knightin the name of God.and S.George, to main- 
raine the Chriſtian faith , and faithful 4 kcepe the 
Church, Juſtice, the Widowes, and Orphans. But it 
he be poore, though valliant, he may not be admitted 
therein : Ifhe hath not ſufficient revenues to conſerve 
the honour and dignitie of Chevalerie. 

The 7ribunu militaris , ein Bander-beer is made of a 
Knight, if having tor a great while tollowed the warrs, 
he holdeth lands cnough and revenues, to wage 6 en- 
tcrtaine 50 Nobles, that is atrouppe, to follow his en- 
ſigne on horſcback: tor none may plant his Cornette 
or Bauner , if he. can not bring in to the field at his 
owne charge,atrouppe of 5o Horſe-men at the lealt, 
all Nobles and well maintained. 

The Baron may be made of a Knight or Noble 
$quire, whenhe hath in his Tenements foure Caltle- 
ſhips, having high, meane, & lowerjuriſdiction: then 
the King may give him leave to take up the Banner 
ot a Baron, though not unleſſe he hath made proof ot 
the greatnes of his valourinthe laſt warres. Thus by 
hisfrlt offices heis Knighted, by the ſecond a Tribu- 
nus nulitaris, and by the third a Baron, 

The Earle 15 the next aſcending, and firſt of all,the 
Fronticr-Earle,called Marquefſes or Marc- grave, he 
may be created ſuch that hath two or three Baronies 
mortailed under one Dutchic, and may be created by 
his Duke in whoſe dominion he bolderh them. 

Then the Provinciall Earle, (which is Land-grave) 
is made 1t he hath toure Baronies under him , whome 
the Duke may create or the King at the Dukes leave 
Or Ntreaty. 

The Vicomte {Prince Earle) may be made if he 
holdeth tive Counties, or more, in one Dutchie , or 
joyned onetothe other , and may be created by the 
Duke 11 great folemnity by the Kings permithion ; 
witofe pretence will make his principalitie the more 


honorable, "The Earle that will be a Duke,ought firſt | 


ot all,to have inthe Kingdome where he 1s to be Crow- 
ned toure clict Earledomes, and 11 cach of them 4 
other Counties or Baronies under the taith and pro- 
techonot them, ſoſhall he have the right and ritle of 
Ducall digruty : He ought withall to be crowned b 
the king or Emperor, by whome he1s preſented with 
allehattennched with pearles & pretious ſtones 1n 
Chc chietot his townes, and great afſembly of Princes, 
Dukes, Earles, and Barons, in a great tealt day, as 1s 
Vluall atthe inauguration ot Kings. 

Liethat will be a King muſt neceffarily have foure 


. Datchies, holding together ſubject unto humſclte, and 


every Dutchic toure Cities, whereot he be onely 
Lord, im each otthem an Arch-Biſhop , & under cach 
ot them 10 Epiſcopall Provinces, & provided he 
all prelent himfelte ro the Impertall Mayeltie as to 
Ins Soveratgn Lord, or prevaile fotarre by his Embai. 
ls that he may come and crowne him. 

Thins torme of creating Kings and other Princes 
ſeemeth new, tor whilit the wandring, nations ot the 
Goths, Vandals, Lombards , and other, who brought 
ther Kings along with them , did not meaſure the 
Royall digmnc by the extent of lands, but by the 
ſtrength and multitude of people. The Duks them- 
{clves wv ho were firit inftituded anno 569 by Longinus 
Ixarck ot Ravcnna , then eſtabliſhed by the Lum- 
bards , were not choſen but for their valour and Pru- 
UCnCe 112 the managing of attaires: Add , that Paulus 
Almux luth, that the Dukes and Larles,were at firſt

the Mount Jura, extended unto the Al

committed onely to the keeping of townes and Gou. 
vernments of people, conditionally, that they might 
be depoſed when need and occaſion ſhould requre : 
neither could the foreſaid Lawes of creating Princes 
be made or eſtabliſhed ſuch, ſince they meaſure and 
require the goods and tenements to be hereditary, & 
under ſuch & ſuch conditions : Becauſe the Dutchies 
and Countics were conferred by Kings and Emperors 
onely tor certain times , and upon conditions , which 
might be changed from day to day : But though the 
time of ſuch inſtitutions can not properly be deter. 
minated, It is notwithſtanding probable,that the Mo. 
narks introduced and confirmed them under Ottho 
the ſecond, Emperor : or about the yeare of our Lord 
1000 or a litleatter. For untill that Emperor every 
Prince according to his ritches power and ambition 


 didaſpire untoa greater degree and dignity, and even 


tothe Royalty ir ſelfe, thus of one Kingdome of Lor- 
raine, which extended from the Rhin untothe Eſcaut 
or River of Hont, was limited with the Seaof Friſe. 
land, and belonged onely to Lotharius Sonne of Lu- 
dovicus Pius, are fince proceeded and become maiy 
Kingdomes, viz. 'That of Burgundie,which is beyond 
» compre- 
hending all Swifferland , the Rauraci (thoſe of _— 
the Dauphinois, Savoyards, and Burgundians beyon 

lura, & the Kingdome of Provence, which held like. 
wiſe part of I and Savoy , called fince the 
Kingdome of Arles,whereof alſo the Arch-Biſhop of 
Treves is called Arch-Chancellour and EleQour of 
the Empire: Beſides this, the Kingdome of Lorraine, 
held that, which now is called Lorraine, and with it, 
the relt betwcene the Rhin, and Eſcaut, unto the Fri- 
ſon Sea, and ſometimes called the Kingdome of Au- 
{trafia, Againe Charles the Bald & his Brother Lewis, 
did part this Kingdome of Lorraine betweene them, 
retaining ecaca the title of King: I omit many other 
Kingdomes borne at the ſame time, as great mens am- 
bition lead them : but Ottho the ſecond having taken 
away the name of Kingdome, divided this Lorraine in 
new Lutchies and Counties as members cut of from 


the ancient body as faith Cuſpinian;8 having divided 


it 981 did firſt eſtabliſh Charles brother to Lotharius 
King of France , Duke of Lorraine as witneſſeth Ri- 
chard de Waſlembourg. Andit ſeemes that ſince that 
time this Arbitrary Election of Kings and Princes 
hath ccaſed, by the card which Monarcks have had, 
torcuntecandjoyne all to their owne body, firme and 
naturall ; according tothe proportion & harmonie of 
the members with the head of a humain body. Ina 
word, to keepe the better order, for the future, in 
Principalities and magnaging of atfaires, theſe Lawes 
were introduced in the time which I have mentioned, 
Thoſeare (Reader) the degrecsof Nobility & dit- 
terence of digmties. Now, note how in every King- 
dome the Provinces be dividen, what is the forme of 
gourernment, & with what proportion every thing is 
there diſtributed according to their degrees: what is 
the proper duety of every one, what habitude,report, 
and conterence one hath ro the other, and principally 
tol1schict. You will tinde therein a notable harmo- 
mie, tothe place and tranquillity, tothe ſtrength, and 
authority, pride and riches, vertue and wildome, to

Policic, and will treat with better luck & profit , all 
that which concerneth Geographie. Aud to the end

| Bae? good Politick State , preferred the Mc- 
EE) narchic to all other, For they ſaw it 
thus ordained by nature, that men doe more reye- 
rence and feare one, that precedeth all others in dig- 
nitie, then a certain number of choſen men liable un- 
to change : Adde, that reaſon ſuggeſteth that in all 
_ men neceffarily have recourſe to one onely , as 
toa heador ſpring of all ations, and that the autho. 
rity that _ have to command together,is a matter 
full of difficulties and danger, Beſides, examples ſhew 


that Monarchies though mutable by the death of 


Princes or other human accidents, have laſted longer, 
have ben quieter, and not ſo often crofſed as the Ari- 
ſtocratieor Democratie, asis ſeene in the Afſyrians, 
Parthians and Zgyptians, and to come nearer ro X 
in England, Spaine and France, to whoſe States none 
may compare for the time of their continuance. It 
happens , not ſeldome that the conduct of the moſt 
eminent called Ariftocratie, is changed in Oligarchie 
which is a Gouvernement of few pertons when of the 
moſt apparent a few of them onely doe ſhare the ho. 
nors and adyantages of the Publick to increaſe their 
privat wealth by inpayring of the Common , which 
they ought principally to have tendred, The other 
forme which concernezh the vulgar, & is termed Po- 
_ State or Democratic hath ever ben held turbu- 

ent, ſtormy,full of broyles , & Ennemy to excellent 
and generous 
moſt adviſedly choſen to leave the diſpoſition & con- 
duct of affaires rather to one alone whome they ſaw 
to excell the other in Prudence, courage , and vertue, 
thento many of the chief or tothe multitude it ſelte. 
By reaſon that ſuch a perticular State may ſooner and 
more eaſily prevent the Inconvenients, and when hap- 
ned, remedie themalone , then many together equall 
in degree and authority. Yetnot ſo, that they have 
given an unbridled power,to doe all things according 
to his owne will , but well limited with certain Lawes 
and conditions that there might be noe grownd for 
Tyrannie : as will be ſeene ſubſequently. Finally, as 
there is nothing among mankind that is ſolid conſtant 
and permanent , but all is corrupted & loſt with time, 
or changed with the courſe of ages. So is it with 
France, for though it hath alwayes ben a Monarchie 
yet it hath not alwayes ben guided by the ſame forme 
of Gouvernment, which wee will make appeare ſum- 


marily and orderly from the beginning of that King- 


dome, according to what wee have learned out of di- 
verſe authors. 

Such was the State of Gaule before that the Ro- 
mans had uered and reduced itinto a Province, 
that it was neither wholly governed by one alone, nor 
the particular Townes and Cities under the Popular 
power, no morethen the chiefeſt perſons. But was ſo 
divided that many of them were gouverned-by the 
adviſe of the chicteſt , which there upon were called 


rſons. The French then, haveever- 


a 
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free, & other acknowledged Kings over them. All ob- 
ſerved this old cuſtome to — at acertainplace 
andday a Generall Counſell of all the nation there to 
adviſe and reſolve on that which concerned the good 
of all the State. Tacitus in his 3 booke numbreth 
therein 64 Cities , that is to ſay (as is underſtood by 
Czlar) Provinces, which did not onely uſe the fame 
language behaviour cuſtomes and quallities, but had - 
alſo like Magiſtrates and Officers, as he mentioneth 
in diverſe places the Cities of the Heduans,Bourgun= 
dians,Arvernes, thole of Auvergne , & the Rhenuſh, 
Rheims chiefly. Now they called their Kings then 
(or rather Roytelers) thoſe who had a Royall com- 
mand, not for a certain time onely,as the Magiſtrates 
of Cities, but for their life time, 8 perperually,though 
bur of a ſmall extent, whom cuftome hath ſince chan- 
ged in Dukes, Earles, and Barons, 

Thoſe Kings were not hereditary , but choſen by 
the people, forthe good opinion they had of their ju- 
ſtice, neither hadthey an infinite, abſolute, and ditſo- 
lute power, but ſo bound by certain Lawes, that they 
were not lefſe under the peoples authority then the 
people under theirs : = that _— Royalties were 
{carce any things elſe then a Magiltrature: 
tor Ceſar dey ms 3 whoſe —_ had 
obtained the Kingdome, they werethen kepr cloſe & 
reſtrained by the authority ot ſome principallOfficers 
choſen by the people, whereio Plato, Ariſtotle, Poly- 
bius and Cicero fay , that the forme of a Common» 
wealth confiſteth. 

Now after that Gaule was reduced by the Romans 
in forme of a Province, her Kings were thus choſen & 
eſtabliſhed, tor their vertue and Nobility, (accordin 
tothe cuſtomes of the German _ ſaith Tacitus) 
by the peoples judgement and election, of whome 
there are onely three races tound , fince 1200 ycares, * 
wherein this Kingdome hath floriſhed, 

Thefirſt, ofthe Merovinges, which iſſued out of 
Merovee, have continued their tamilie by the ſpace 
of 283 yeares. | 

The ſecond , of the Carolovinges , which ſprung 
from Charles the great extended their linnage by the 
ſpace of 337 yeares. 

The third of the Capers or Capevinges,which deſcen- 
ded of Hugh Caper , doe yet continue for above 600 
yeares to command in the Kingdome, For although 
the Aſſemblies of the generall States, & Great Coun- 
ſell of all the people hath ever had tree authority to 
chuſe their Kings ; They have alwayes neverthelcſſc 
left that prerogative unto the children of the decea- 
ſcd Kings, and to thoſe of their bloud , for the good 
eſteem they had of their Nobility (as the Germains) 
and the yertue which they reputed naturall in thera» 
Yet ſo notwithſtanding that it ſuch were not 14. 
yeares old, they could not be thereto admitted , but 
they provided themſelves of another that were of a 
Lawtullage : A Preſident whereof is ſeenc in C/ogzo , 
Kinginthe yeare of Chriſt 30g. There be alſo ſundry 


examples that this &ingdome of France hath often- 
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times ben divided among many children of the decea- 
ſcd Kings, by adviſe ot the chietelt in the kingdome. 
And if the people having rejected the Sonne of the 
deceaſed did chuſe another , they left unto the reje- 
Qed for the maintenance ot his ranck & dignitie the 
goods which were proper and patrimoniall ro the de. 
ccaſed. The relt which belonged unto the kingdome 
State or Crown was left unto hum, to whom the king- 
dome was given, as allo the things whichare faid Fil- 
call and publick , as deſtined , both forthe entertain- 
mentof his authority , and the remedy of ſuch acci- 
dents as might tall upon the State , of which ſorte are 
the Dutchies and diverſe Counties , which likewiſe 
were aſſigned unto rhem,in the great Aſſemblies : It 
hath alſo ben evermore obſerved , that the daughters 
of Kings ſhould be kept back trom the ſucceſſion of 
the kingdome, not by the Salique Law (as 1s, not well 
credited ) for it ſpeakerh of none but of the private 
patrimonie,neither ot the Fiets, northe goods Allo- 
diaux, whoſe author was one Salagalt,one of the chiet 
of the kingdome, whence it tooke the name of Sali. 
que : But the daughters being poſtpoſed, the Crowne 
15 deterred by the molt eminent, to the Brothers, or 
Uncles,or Coſcns, or other neare kindred : and thus 
much tor the firlt point. Bctore the breaking up of 
the ſecond, it ſeemeth not amifleto repreſent in tew 
words the members ot the kingdome, that prefide at 
the eſtabliſhing ot the King;the better to cleare there 
by the harmony which 15 betweene the head & mcm- 
bers ot lo great a body. 

Above all, this is very remarkeable that this Kings 
power, and the Orders of this kingdomeare ſounted, 
and reciprocally obliged with mutuall offices , that 


Acarce any notable diticrents can raiſe between them. 


There are three kinds ot princypall orders, ot which 
hath alwayes confiſted the folemne Atſembly,and ge- 
nerall Counſell ot the whole kingdome. viz. 'I he 
Nobility, the people, and the vulgar. Each of them 
hath accoding to his quality,his particular Lawes, and 
cult oneagwith which they arc ſerved, & arc ſo bound, 
joyncd , and incorporated to the generall body , that 
they cannot eaſily ruinate one another, or conſpire a- 
ganttche Kings perton. As forthe Clergy which may 
be put in, for a tourth Order, thuugh tor the greatnes 
ot their mcanes and amhority they may be placed 11 
the firſt ranck; we will ſpeak of them attetwards. 

The Nobiluy of France , or the order of the Nr- 
bles, and Ches alicrs , enoyeth very great commodi- 
tieS and privileges yhence proccedeth the great atte- 
ction they bearc totherr King, eventothe hazarding 
ot their hives tor 1s, & the good of the Country, tor 
they pay notnbur, they goc armed cvery where, and 
have meancs to hve with honour,fo that none ot them 
15 torced toany vile or mercenary State , tor it is not 
permitted taem, unlefle they hive at home as home- 
bred Sluggards, and preterre a queltuary husbandry 
toſuch expence as ſhould bring them honour, and the 
amine ot every body , but it they will tollow the 
Court, they have enough to entertaine themſelves & 
be honeſtly tet torth : Becauſe there be many & fun- 
dry charges & conchtions inthe Kings traine,appomn- 
ted to the Nobility alone, where they may 1pend a 
quarter ot aycarc, and then returne to the plcature 
and husbandry ot therrlands : They have all pentions 
from the King, wages , and yearcly entcrtainements, 


with occations cnough(which are oftentimes offered) 


to hope yet better things : the Princes, andothers 
more enment inthe State, reccive alſo penſions trom 
the King im acknov lelpement ofthe p:auncs they take 
mthemanaginy of publickaffaires : And reciprocal- 
ly fuccour the decayed Gentlemen, cither with their 
table at Court & ordinary manmtonance, or with other 
meancy required, Morcover the Kings doe keepe 
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evermore great numbers of Cavalerie to exerciſe and 
breed up the Nobility, amongſt which there be many 
offices & honours dit ributed unto them , which con= 
tinues as well in peace as warre: The greateſt of the 
Nobility are provided —— to their merit and 
quality, of thoſe charges of Cava 

tenants, others Cornetres, others Archers , and thoſe 
which are unable to beare Armes ſerve the others : If 
there is noe warre, they may ſtay at home, where they 
may ſpare part of that pay which they have received 
inthe warrs: withall it is almoſt incredible, what great 
number of charges and offices there is in the townes , 
appropriated tothe Nobleſt, tor ſome of themare 
Gouvernours of Provinces, others have charge of the 
Frontieres and limits of the kingdome, others of Ca- 
{tles and Forts , others oft Townes and Fortifications, 
that I nay not ſpeake of the higheſt offices,as Conſta- 
bles, Admiralls, Marſhalls, Great Maſters, Colonels, 
and others. Befides,the Kings are wont to give yeare- 
ly penfions ro many Gentlemen that have no other 
charge then to wayt reare their perſons , which are 
theretore called Penſionaris : whereby it appeareth in 
how faire and advantagious elteemthe French Nobi- 
lity is held, andthat not without reaſon, forit is the 
Nobility principally that maintaineth the Country a- 
gainſt their Ennenues, and by nature doth oftentimes 
exccll the others. Such advantages likewiſe are di- 
{tributed unto them as welkfor recommendation of 
their Anceſtors vertue, as to be unto them a ſtinging 
goad to runne on better and better, through the ca- 
rcere of honor, 

The other order hath likewiſe no ſmall benefits : 
Wherein are the Marchants, who gaine and grow the 
richer, becauſe they may 1o freely trafftique throw- 
out all France, and that the Nobles make no profeſ- 
ſion of Merchandiſe ; they goe forthe moſt part very 
well in clothes: Unto theſe alſoare given the charges 

, of receiving keeping, and diſtributing the Finances , 
and even the States of Iudicature,and all that concer- 
neth the gdai{tribution of luſtice , whence ariſeth to 
them a great deal both of profit and honour , for this 
kingdome bearcth many kindes of Iudges , Coungel- 
lers, Advocats, Procuratonts, Grefhers, and the like. 
tarre more numeroully then all the reſt of Chriſten» 
dome , which 1s exceeding meet forthoſe that con- 
temning Marchandile or other callings apply them. 
ſelves unto this golden harveſt, In ſhort, this order 
doth ſo many wayes profit that it is envyed of the No. 
bility, though it precedeth all others indignity and 
tame. And many even of other conditions endeavour 
tothrult in among theſe pecuniary men, . 

The third order is of the Vulgar, and indifferently 
mixt multitude which make manuftaQture , and work- 
manſhip of all kinds, and Country labour. Now, it is 
not fitting they have to much liberty, or be torich, 
nor exerciſed in the warres: For ſince all men, doe na- 
turally hate all kind of ſervitude , & affect toencreaſe 
their riches, they would preſently take up Armes and 
opprefſe their Principalls, which hath ſometimes and 
cven of our age hapned in France, andelſewhere. But 
It 15 neceffary that in every State there be ſuch orders 
and degrees to conſerve it , as wee ſec ina human bo. 
dy the weaker and ignobler members helpe and mini- 


+ ſter to the worthier, Neither have theſe ( notwith- 


ſtanding) occaſion of complaining, or deptoring their 
condition , becauſe that laſtice > equally diſtributed 
untothem as to others, and they are maintained inthe 
ſame liberty and freedom which they have received 
from their toretathers, they are alſo admittedto many 
offices of State, in ſuch ſort , that by their labour , di- 
ligence and vertuc, they may aſcend tothe ſecond or. 
der, which may not artaine tothe firſt but by expreſſe 
tavourot the King who permitteth it tothoſe noon 

he [ces 


erie, ſome are Liecu- 
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he ſees to have done or be able toperforme ſome me. 
morable exploit forthe good of  ay—y W hich is 
rudently introduced: firlt , roconſerve the order of 
obility and Chevalerie entire , which diminiſheth 
dayly in purſuite of the warres, and ſcarce can beare 
up the burthen of Armes. Secondly,that men wake. 
ned by the object of fo faire a recogniflance may 
ſtrive by vertue,, who ſhall firſt aſcend rothis degree 
of honour. Thus, thoſe of the lower order aſpire to 
the ſecond, where being come,they labour generouſly 
to reach even unto the firſt, Whereby it happens, 
thatthere is lefſe envy andenmity among them, ſcing 
the path-way , and ſpacious field opened to the grea- 
teſt honours, and on the other fide, the danger & pu- 
niſhment propounded unto thoſe , that will purlue 
them unlawfully and againſt the faſhion and cuttome 
of the Country : Bur if the affays thereof were roo 
irkſome and &iGculr,oo that men ſhould deſpaire ever 
to aſcend higher, then the more couragious eyen of 
the lower State,would eafily find occaſion of change , 
and induce thoſe of their condition,totake up Armes 
againlt che greateſt: but the contrary is ſeene, & many 
_ evenof the meaner forte are finally provided of faire 
eſtates. A point practiſed by the old Romans, that 
traced the way unto thoſe of the popular condition to 
aſcend unto the State of Chevaleric, whence after= 
wards they had an open entry to the dignity ofthe Pa- 
tricii and Roman Senators: Beſides this,you ſee there- 
in the orderof the Clergy common to all others that 
are attected thereto , tor it happens oftentimes in 
France, that ſome men even of the moſt vulgar re- 
comended by their learning and vertue attaine to the 
greateſt honours , even of the Cardinalat and Papa- 
cie. A thing which enflameth men cxceedingly , to 
their ſtudies and praQiſe of vertue. 

By all which as aforeſaid, it appeareth, how faire 8& 
pleaſant is the connexion of the order of this Realme, 
whereof if one ſwarveth from his Daety , the remedy 
is at hand, forit che Nobility doth wrong the others, 
Juſtice correcteth it, whoſe authority is fo great, that 
even all the Princes, hercot be they never fo puifſant 
are forced to ſubmitt themſelves thereunto. And if 
the people or vulgar undertaketh avy novelty as is 
oftentimes hapned , the Nobility can eaſily by their 
powerand practiſe of Armes make them recant and 
repaire their offence, which hath coteined all in their 
owne duety, and make themto live quietly rogether, 
fince they neither had cauſe, nor meanes to attem 
any thing , & that puniſhment lyes at the doore of t 
delinquent : Thus they all unanimouſly love their 
King as the Author of ſo great happines, and when 
wat. is, doe moſt willingly obey his commands, and 
withall contribute very treely to the publick occafi- 
ons: Butif any private man miſtaketh himſelte here- 
in, there is preſent phyſick for this diſeaſe , which hin- 
drethic from going turther. 

Thus you ſee how properly this Monarchie is tem- 
pered, according to diſtributive Juſtice, governed un- 
dera King Ariſtocratically, that is , by adviſe of the 
principals, and democraticaly alſo, by the entermiſe 
of the people , ſich the Offices & honours are alwayes 


open to the French, and this is the forme of the Com- 


monwealth ſo much recomended by ancient Philoſo- 
phers, by reaſon of the ſweet harmony and right tem- 
perature of the conditionsthereof , wherein this old 
golden Law hatha place, Let the peoples good be for a ſu- 
Law. | 

But to returne to our purpoſe , of theſe three or- 
ders they were wont to onthe firſt day of 
May, a publick and ſolemne Councel, called fince a 
Parliament, upon ſome important affaires. Where the 
King fate in a gilded ſeat as Preſident , under which 
were ſeated firit of all the Princes, Lords and Officers 
of the Crowne, then the Depurics of all the Cities of 
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the Realme. The King was led at the entry of the Pa- 
lace on a Chariot, drawen by Oxen, dnven by his 
Chartier, fo ſeated by the Princes in his faid gitded 
Chaire (asis mentioned.) After whom every one fate 
in his ranck,in which State and Sacraric was called the 


| Royall Majeſty, 


The authority of this Aſſembly hath ever ben grear, 
in which from he beginning of this State was princt- 
pally treated ot rheſc points. Firſt, of the Creation & 
Depoſition of the King: then of the peace or warre 
then offred,ot publick Lawes, of the lugheſt Offices: 
Magiſtratures,aud Procurations of the Realm, of the 
Aſhignation of part of the Royall Patrimonie to the 
Children of the deceaſed King , of the Daughters 
dowry termed inthe vulgar German Abannagium, as 
a part cut of : Inaword,ot all that which is called this 
day by the vulgar , State atfaires: tor (as 1 ſaid) there 
was no other contercnce about atfaires of the King- 
dome,thenin this Aſſembly, Moreover,it any Prince 
or other illuſtrious perſon was accuſed of ſome taulr 
and torteitur, he was called tothis place tobe judged 
onthe defence which he produced tothe contrary. It 
the King himſelt intended to make ſome great expen- 
ces, asto build a Curch or Monaſtery, he propounded 


irto the Councellto take their adviſe therein : finally 


the authority thereof was fo ample that even torraine 
Princes did fubmirt the decifion ot their controver- 
fies, tothe ſentence they ſhould receive from thence. 

Now the Hiſtoriographers doe call this Councell 
Court, ſometimes Afſembly, now & then Parliamenr, 
and at other times Placitum, Arreſt, becauſe that rhe 
buiſeneſſe in queſtion having ben well debated there , 
and conſidered, finally the Decree pleaſed the greateſt 
part. As thejudgements and adviſes of Philoſophers 
werecalled by Ciceroand others, Placita: whence this 
clauſe atthe ends of Edits & Mandats of the French 
Kings, Quoniamits placitum ef , becauſe it hath ben 
thus decreed, ſeernethto have ben drawn, which is not 
now well rendred by the Secretaries Car tel eff noiire 
Plaiſir, or For ſuch is our pleaſure. 

There were alſo choſen Governours or Lieutenants 
of the State , who under the Merovinges were called 
Majors ot the Kings houſe,that is Maſters of the Roy- 
all Palace that had ſuch power and authority as the 
Superintendents over the Gardes of the Imperiall 
Pretorium, who were alſo called Prefei ——_ of 
the Government of the Palace: Theſe having by the 
Kings drowſines as it were beleagred the Royall au- 
thority, didinthe end, (increafed in power) feaſe and 
uſurpe it themſelves : for as they managed almot all 
the greateſt charges , and commanded the Armies in 
time of warre, the Kings contented with the fole and 
emty titles of Kings, lvedin delicioulnes and floath. 
In ſach ſort, that this evill crept in fo tarrethat under 
Childeric the 18 King, Pepin Major of the Palace,who 
under the Kings Authority had allready ſwayed and 
ended many warres, tamed and ſabdued the Saxons, 
did not refuſe the preſent occafion of making himſelt 
King,ſeing himſelte favored of a vitoriouſe and tri- 
umphant Army. Now this great authority ofthe Ma- 
jors began as I have ſaid in thetime of Clotaire the ſe-. 
cond, about the yeere of Chriſt 588. ro wit, on the 
130 yeare of the eſtabliſhment of chis Realme» 

In ſhort, Pepin was promoted King,after the depo- 
fing of Childeric, concerping which you may ſee the 
Appendix of Hunibaldus , or John Tritem, befides 
Marſil. Patay, c.6. de Tranſlat. Imperii. In this yeare 
(faith Tritem.) the heads of the Kingdome afſembled 
upon the depofing of Childeric the flothfull , held a 
Councell, and they all unanimouſly conſented , that 
Childeric ſhould be depoſed, as having neither judge- 
ment nor power tocommand, and that Pepin who had 
all the publick authority ſhould be advanced in his 
place. Whereunto notwithſtanding Pepin would ne- 
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ver conſent before he had the advife of Pope Zacharias 
there upon, for certain reaſons (which he did alledge) 
oving him thercunto. 
In ſtead of this maſter of the Palace , the Conne- 
ſtables, Comitesfabuli, ſeem to have ſucceeded: Inthoſe 
times, them were called Comtes that were provided 
of great eſtates at Court , and that in part governed 
the State, This Comte d'Eſtable was peradyenture 
he, whom the Romanscalled Mage#er Equitum, tharis, 
that had the charge and conduct of the horſe-men, 
& to whom obeyed thoſe that had charge ot the kece- 
ing of the horſe, who were commonly called Scarieri. 
he Germans call him Mareſchalcus, and hath at this 
time ſuch anauthority, as formerly the Prefeitus Pre- 
roris, or (as I have my the Maſters of the Palace, un- 
der whom are atthis preſent 4 Mareſchalcior Magi#r: 
Equiti, that decide the differences hapned in the war, 
and warltike employment. 

Since that, were created inthe time of Hugh Ca- 
pet, (though all writers doe not well agree in their O- 
rigine,) the Peeres of France, tor having deprived the 
true heire of his Crowne, he thought fitc to oblige un- 
ro hunſelfe by ſome new office the moſt eminent of 
the State, and it is generally beleeved that he eftected 
ſome ſuch thug. 

Itisfaid, thoſe Peeres were choſen for two occaſ- 
ons: the firlt , that they might have the charge ot rhe 
Kings Inauguration, or (as they ſpeake then) lnveltt- 
ture of the Realme, that is to ſay , that they might 
adorne the King of his Habit, badge , and ſolemne or- 
namentsinthe Afſembly of the Princes , and molt c- 
miuent in the Kingdome ; and to doe Jultice it auy ot 
the chictelt were accuſed ot telonnie, or other capi- 
tal crime: tor as tormerly thoſe differences were made 
eveninthe generall Councell (a5 L have ſaid) and thar 
lince, underthe Capets, that cuſtom was reterred to 
the Parhaanent of Juſtice, towhoſe judgement the 
Princesnot willingly jubmirted themielves, it ſeemed 
good torhete ſecond Kings , the betterto ſecure their 
attres, tocitabliſh this order and atlembly ot Pceres, 
beſides the Court of Parhament, which was fince cal. 
led the Court of the Peeres, 'I he order and number 
ot whom, hath notwithſtanding oitentines ben va- 
ried, torthey have not allwayes ben twelve , ( as ſome 
beleeve, but ſometimes more, and formernmes lefle , as 
the King pleated, who diſtrbuted the degrees andad- 

| Yantages : which may be proved by ſundry examples, 

\ as the dh1gnity ot Petre was conterred to diverſe Prin - 
- | ces, and by therradvile ſome others ot the principalls 
ot the Kingdome even Biſhops, were added, Finally, 
torrcine Kings & Princes were curolledin their num- 
bcr. ; 

And though by the inſtitution of theſe Peercs, as 
allorthat Hugh Caper made the Charges and dignities 
as Dukedomes and Farledomes ot temporall , perpe- 
tuall, rogaime the hearts of the chict ot the Kivg- 
dome did not Iceflen and (thly) not alule dimumſhthe 
authority of this Generall Councell , although rhe 
whole buſines procceded with the advite of this al- 
{embly: Yet notwithſtanding, other 1mportant aff ai- 
res od (hllot the tormet order of this Coun- 
cel, wihnchis the ground ot Budens & Charles du Moulins 
tying, that the r1ght price and1aifing of money hath 
allwaycs remained in the peoples power. 

That warrers memorable , which the principall? of 
the Kingdome ammated by the continuall and daily 
prayers ot the Commons, were refolved to undertake 
torthe publike good againſt King Lewis the 11, Nei- 
ter oughtthat generall Councell held at Tours un- 
dertheſame King, the firlt day ot April, anno 1467 to 
be torgotten, wherem was concluded that 36 diſcrect 
men ſhould be chotenot all the orders for Surveyors 
of the State, that ſhould rctorme it, and take heed to 
' Ihe Rightand Juttice, towir, 8 of the Clergy, (which 
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was then allready become an order) as mgny of the 
Nobility, and as many of the Iuſtice & people : which 
che King did ratifie by hislettersin forme of an Edit, 
reſtitying that he would be pleaſed with allthar ſhould 
be ordained by thoſe 36 perſons for the good and ho- 
nour of the Kingdome, | of 

Such was in general{ the forme of governingrthe 
Realme untill the Capevinges , and wee have rehear- 
ſed the charges gf the officers of the Kingdom, which 
they that adminiſtred were properly called Admini- 
{trators of the Crowne and Kingdome, Officers or 
Wiſe, as were indeed thoſe , who ( as wee have ſaid } 
madethe Publick Councell of the Realm, and like- 
wiſe the Peeres of France, the Conneftable, Admirall, 
Chancellor, and High Treaſurer,or Super-!ntendant 
of the Finances, T here hathalſoever ben Councel- 
lours and Officers to the Kmg that ruled his particular 
affaires , and ſerved himas ordinary Miniſters of his 
perſon, as are Chamberlaines & other Officers of the 
Court and Kings perſon, 

Beſides theſe charges, inproceſle of time, other 
were inſtituted, namely tor the Iuſtice as are the Par- 
laments and Souveraign Court; tor itis to be noted, 
that till che time of the Capevinges the torme of mini- 
{tring Iuſlice tothe parties, was timple,caſy,and ſhort; 
by reaſon of the tew ditterences and ſuites that were 
then among the French , which may be gathered by 
King Lew the ſecond , ſurnamed Riche, (reigning a= 
bout the yeare 123 3.as the Lord of lgnvile writeth in 
his lite) who decided & diſpatched torth with the dit- 
terences of the parties that came , and complayned to 
him, orelfe in cauſe he were buiſy referred them to 
ſome of his traine , who made an end of them imme- 
diately: And that at the example of other Kings his 
Predecefſours, namely ot Charles the great , who de- 
termined of ſuites as they were putting on his ſhoes : 
and indeed one of the'/Lawes of his Capitulary,beare: 
T hat out Comiſ(ioners,and Sentmen give notice to the Com- 


ves and People, that wee imend to ſit one day by ip every 


weeke 19 heare the pleas and differences of parties. But at 
length the malice of ren waxing greater, the number 
of ſuits increaſed ſo much , that they were forced to 
drefſc up a bench expres & ſedentary: Such as was the 
Palace of Paris under Lewis Hutin,or(as others think) 
ot Philippe le Bel, about the yeare 1292, Then they 
multiphcd ſo much the number of thetc tew ludges & 
Councellers, that they made of them three Courts of 
lultice,and ſundry roomes, The great Chamber, the 
Chamber ot Enqueſts, and that of Requeſts, But in 
the yeare 1522, the Kipg Francis, the firſt increaſed 
the number of 20 new Councellours , of whom was 


| made upthe fourth Chamber: and himlelte anno 1543 


added yet others 20, Furthermore , this Afſembly ot 


> Judges was not in former times perpetuall and conti- 


nuall, as itis this day, but aſſigned and indictive tor a 
ccrtain time and Place,fignitied by the Princes advile, 
who onely had power to ordaine it» And commonly 
onS.Martins day (the 11 of November) he gave no- 
tice by a publike edict, that he graunted power tothe 
Judges to meet, and begina Parliament, whichthing 
was called an opening ot Juſtice or Parhament , that 
had ceaſed untill then. 

But the authority of this Councell and Parliament 
advancing by litle and litle, increaſed fo farre,that noe 
1:di&t, Manda, or Royall order, had any force or au- 
thority: it this Court of Parliament had not counſel- 
led, orat lealt approved itin their Afſembly , for after 
therr approbation it was to be verified and regiſtred in 
the Regiltric ofthis Court, then publiſhed upon the 
place, and thence in all parts of the Kingdome where 
It was necdtull, Neither was there any Officer of note, 
or Mapiftrat in the whole State,cither civill or milita- 
ry, that wasnot admitted, approved and authorized 
by it, and made oath unto it to performe his = 

well, 
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well, ere he did medle with this charge, ſince it was 
not Lawfull toappeall from this Courts Arreſts, which 
were immutable as ſacred and perperuall. In a word, 
all the power and authority which the generall Coun- 
cel or Aﬀſembly of the Generall States had ſometimes 
had, was in the end transferred to this Court. 

But now, when the King doth deliberate 8& ordaine 
all in his Privy Councell, it is convertedin a forme of 
Couhcel of ordinary Iudges,and is no more employed 
inthe affaires of the Realme. Iris ſtated and fixed at 
Paris , the authority thereof is ſtill very farre exten- 
ded,and hath more power, then all the other Parlia+ 
ments, whichare now ten in number throughour all 
France: Each of them dealeth with all cauſes both ci- 
vill and criminall, and men muſt reſt on what ſball be 


there reſolved. That of Paris bath yet more,thatitis | 


honored ſomtimes with the Kings preſence,if any very 
important buſines hapneth, either concerning warre 
or peacz;asalſothat the Kings Agrements, Covenants, 
Treaties, and whatſoever toucheth the ſerling & con- 
ſervation of the State is there recited, approved, veri- 
fied, andenroled in the Regiſter of that Court, which 
is kept by them. Thus, thoſe matters which were of 
old , and from the beginning of the Kingdome of 
France-Gaule, referred to the publick Aﬀemblies of 
the States , and afterwards (them being aboliſhed) to 
the Senate or Parliament of Paris, are at this preſent 
trans-terred tothe King only, and thoſe vhamke will 
take tor his Councell. Buttoproceed. 

There is another Conncell, called Great; com 
ſed of the Aſſembly ot the true Princes & principalls , 
both of the Kings traine and Kingdome, in which un- 
der the Kings Charles the 7, and 8. was only treated of 
publick affarres, and that which concernedthe good of 
the Kingdome ; butthetime and diffolute number of 
ſuites, have ,very much impaired the eſtabliſhmene 
thereof: ſo that Charles the 8. was adviſed to make an 
ordinary ſettled Councell of 17 Councellers , which 
Sv King Lewis the 12. hath ſince encreaſed to 20. addin 
thereunto the Chancellour for their Preſident, in fo 
much that under King Francisthe firſt, the dignity of 
Chancellour was turned tothat of a Preſident, and or- 
dained , that they ſhould attend no other cauſesthen 
extraordinary , x bo ſhould be referred unto them by 
the Privy Councell, and the appeals of the Provoſt of 
the houſhold, | | \ 

Beſides the foreſaid ten ordinary Parliaments , and 
the Great Councell, the King holdeth yer a Privy 
. Councell, which is ordinary ar.4 perpetuall following 
the Kings perſon , & is not commonly employed then 
inthe atfaires of the State and Kingdome, though ir 
be now allmoſt converted in a bench of ordinary lurif- 
diction, attending oftentimes to the cauſes of rownes 
and Parliaments, and fometimeseventothe leaſt cau- 
ſes of perticular perſons, in ſuch ſorte, that very emi- 
nent Lords withdrawne to ſuch. occaſions , have in a 
manner put by all chought, and knowledge of publick 


affaires, and thoſe that concerned only the wellfare 8 


manutention of the Realme, W rates hea the carke 
and Governement of rhe State ſeemerh to be allen 
on the King himſelte and but on few of thoſe which 
are ordained to that end , of whom conſiſteth the 
Councell Privy and of State. Wherein are delibera- 
ted and reſolved the greateſt bufines , upon whichit 
was allready adviſed in the Privy Councell,and that of 
the Finances, provided they be ſuch as require the 
Kings expreſle Loouledai Allthe Benefits , Letters 
and Mandats of the King are there ſigned ,Commiſh- 
ons diſpatched : al the Expeditions of other Princes, 
Kings Lieutenants, Preſidents, Captaines,6 others are 
there opened and communicated, There are recei- 
ved their propoſitions and anſwers, which afterwards 
are given he 2 Secretaries of State. | 


Thereis moreover another Councell , commonly 
called des Finances, which hath charge of the Kings 
and Realmes treaſure , whereunto are adjoyned the 
Intendents thas tearmed , les Secrer4ires des Finances : 
Item the Treaſsrers. | | 
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EING relolved to reterre the 
Geographick reaſon unto the Ce- 
leſtiall, that the due proportion of 
places, asitis inthe round torme 
\3! of the Earth might ( likewiſe) be 
nearely kept in the plaine, It was 
neceſlary to fix a right convenicn- 
Cie, and proportion of the degrees 
of longitude, with the degrees of the Meridian or la- 
titude : for which cauſe ( the immediately enſuing 
Map conteining but few degrees of latitude,) 1 have 
reduced this proportion, allmoſt to the middlemoſt 
parallele of the Map}, thatſuch as is the reference of 
this parallele unto the Meridian, ſuch likewiſe might 
be the proportion of the degrees of longitude to this 
ſameparallele, inthe degrees of the Meridian or lati- 
tude. Thus,all the Menidians are then between them- 
ſelves paralleles : But when there was many degrees 
of longitude, becauſethere hapneth in the cles 
above and beneath a great difference of proportion to 
the Meridian, to the end that the juſt conveniencie & 
ſymmetric of places ſhould not be toodiſtant fromthe 
truth : I have choſen two paralleles allmoſt equally 
diſtant ofthe middle and extremes, to whoſe confide- 
ration and report, I have made the Meridians rules, 
Indices,and defignatives of the degrees of longitude, 
which thenare not Paralleles, but according to grea» 
ter or leſſer diſtance, which the conceived and ſett pa- 
ralleles have betweene themſelves, doc more or lefſe 
mutually turne, or encline towards them, and towards 
the middlemoſt Meridian ofthe Mappe. 1 have ſhes 
wed upon Prolomees Geographic , how this rule and 
deſignation of Meridian may be found : You will 
finde the degrees of latitude and longitude marked 
onthe ſide oy Mappe , for the moſt part of la- 
titudein both the ſides of the Mappe , but of longi- 
rude above and beneath , fince according to the uſu- 
all faſhion of Geogtaphers the upper part may be ſetc 
ro the North. But it the Country to be deſcribed 1s 
more extended betweene the North and South, then 
betwcene the Eaſt and Wealt : then, ottentimes wee 
ſett up the Weaſt : However, the Eaſt and Weaſt 
fide will alwayes ſhew unto thee the latitude : the 0. 
ther, repreſent the degrees of longitudes Every de- 
gree is divided in 60 parts, called minutes, and fome- 
times in one,ifthe greatneſle ſutter it: orin two, or 11 
five, or ten, 

This ground being laid , I have followed the beſt 
deſcriptions in the repreſenting of every Country. 
Wherein hath much furthered me theKing of Spaines 
worthy Surveyor and Grogarney Chriſtian Sgro- 
thenius (a greattravellor,) who hath better and more 

ly deſcribed that which he hath undertaken , as 
alſo the moſt ſedulous Geographer of his faid Maje- 
ty, Abraham Ortelius, wbo moſt liberally com- 
municated unto mecall his beſt Cardes, though he 
had the ſame defigne which I had : 1 will not og 
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the others in their places that have helped me clf- 
where , tothe end the Reader _ the honour 
whichthey have meritted by this benefit, and that I 
may not appeare ungratcfull towards them. Further- 
more,l have carctully conferred all that I have rccei- 
ved & found elſewhere, thereby to make rhe deſcrip. 
rions more perfect, One onely thing 15 (notwithſtan- 
ding) wanting, which I much defired : It is an exacter 
number ofthe chicfeſt places, thatis much detective 
in the Maps heretofore printed : which the Reader 
will excuſe, whom I pray to helpe us therein, and to 
cclebrate the Nobility, and Politick order, as alſothe 
names of places,fights, & qualities thereof, which will 
be tohis honor. ' he litle rounds doe note the true 
fight of cvery place,and trom thence their diſtance is 
to be taken, J hen there are markes whereby places 
may be knowne , Bare villages by bare rounds, when 
there 15 nothing worth the note. The Caſtles & Forts 
ot note are marked by a litle hook upon the round & , 
Monatteries by a crofſe  . The Townes have com- 
monly two towers. The Hamlets of Nobles one; 
Wee have obſerved this as farre as it hath ben known 
and aflured unto us: Other thingsare eaſy cnough , 
and every man may ſupplic to the defects he may ob- 
terve therein. It any defireth to know the longitude 
or latitude of a place, where the Meridians are Paral- 
Icles, he wil know 1t taking a paire of compaſſes which 
he ſhall extend from one fide of the Map unto the o0- 
ther, 1t you have taken the diſtance from the Eaſt- 
fide, the compatles will ſhew you of this fide the de- 
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gree and minute of the longitude into the Northſide. 

If you have taken the diſtance from the North, even 
ſoit will note unto you the latitude ro the Eaſtfide : 

But when the Meridians are not Paralleles, thelati- 
tude of the place will be found inthis manner. But in 

Univerſall Maps where the Paralleles be round and 

Circular, the diſtance of the place, taken of the nexr 

Parallele, will ſhew you the ſamein the Eaſtſide. Now 

the longitude muſt be taken with a thread or ruler ſett 

uponthe place, and often turned, untill, that the ſame 

minute of the ſame degree be marked on both parts, 

as well on the North as South part, and then ſuch asirt 

may be will be the longitude ot rhe place it ſelfe. The 
miles or milliaria are difterent according tothe diyer- 
ſenes of the Country. 1t theretore you will compare 
them that you may know them , reterre them by the 
compaſles tothe degree of the Meridian,and look by 
the revolution or returne of the compaſſes how many 
miles will be therein comprehended, you will know 

how many miles will make a degree, citþer for one 
Country or foranother. You will tinde the German 
miles (15 whereof make one degree) fourefold to the 
Common Italian , and almoſt twofold to ſome of 
Sueveland and Weltphalie, 

Sometimes you will meet withaline having alitle 
Cercle thus > g «. ,It ſignifies the name of the place, & 
is inſerted there that none ſhould doubt of the name 
of ſomeplace, inthe preſſe and conſtraint of places 
which are ſometimes pretty well crowded. 
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T Wo moſt mighty Kings have for the moſt part obtained Gaule. That of Spaine the Lower 
Belgian, the Principalities whereof wee will c——_ in the ſecond place, But the Kingdome 
of France, which OR the greatelt partof Gaul, is ſubje& unto the French King, 


the Metropolitane whereof is the Citic of Paris. This is the chiefdiviſion of this Realme in its 
membres and offices.

M.Porcius Cato calleth it A»gulav 
Gallicw , Gauliſh Angle, or Corner, Titus Livius, Iu- 
ſtin, and others, Galtcws Siuwe, The lefle is ſer by Stra- 
bo, at the Promontorie or Cape of the Pyrenean hills 
named Apbrodiſium, or of Years, Mela it Salſws, 
Seed, Antoninus maketh alſo the Sinus Camblacizanue 
towards the Gras _ By <4/v67-waaſ 
ly, and hath yet now undry ens harbors , 
whwce Lo Contns ſpeaketh amply in the fifth 
and following cardes. The chief be Sraboranw, Vinds- 
| p14, Brivates, and other knowne , & mentioned by an- 
cient writers. Ptolom. $aljocan, is held by ſome to be 
$.Panlde Lyon in Brittaine, by others Roſcow, which I 
thiokethe trueſt , becauſe this is the moſt commodi- 
ousand ſureſt. For though it hath an Iſland before it , 
- called Jfe de Bas, the entrance and roade (notwithſtan- 
ding) are the eafieſt , and more then ſeven fathomes 
deep.

Riewx licth upon the river 
Villaine. Chaſteas Briant is a prettic rowne witha ſtrong 
Caſtlcinir, bring upon the Confines of the Bretans, 
Amoricks, and Augevins, being underthe commaund 
of the illuſtrious houſe of LMonrmorancy. Lamballe 
whence Lambalois was named and peradvenrure the 
ancient habitation ofthe Ambliates. Here are many 
ſhopps of parchement, Yellwm, & rared Sheep ſkins. 
Vitrayrs is atowne lying berweene Croyſille, anda lirle 
river, which ſeparaterh'the Bretraines from thoſe of 
the Maine, where there ſtandeth , not farre from the 
Caſtle of Hermes, a great Elme tree, which parterth 
theſe rerritoires one froman other. In High Bretagne 
lie other towns, as Iwgon, where there ſtood ſome an- 
cient great'Caſtles So ruins whercof arc yet to be 
ſcene: allo Saint Aulbin de Cornier in whole fields was 
foughta great battle. Montconrour, Plerel, Iocelin, Ma- 
leftroit , Pontigny, S. Inlian & Encenss and others. Fi- 
nally upon the utmoſt confines of PoidFos, are theſe 
places , which were commonly called Chſſonnow, 
Ruiz KC.

Howbcit the curioſity of thoſe is ro be com- 
mended, who withgrear diligence, hauc ſoughe ſo 
farreintoantiquitie, thatthe rowne of Orchexe, lying 
two miles from his citic, ſhould be the Srore-houſe of 
Inlizs Ceſar, in which was kept his warlike proviſion, 
and amunition, forthe maintenance of his armie ; as 
appeareth by the ruines of the great buildings there- 
of: and though Iam of the opinion, thar the foun- 
dation of this rowne was not layd there, becauſc the 
ancient Gawles , had wont allwaics to chooſe a place 
for the building of their rownes, upon the tops of 
ſome clifts or hills, and difficult places to clime and 
ett up to, or by ſome rivers ſide, yet withour all que- 
ion, this is a very ancient towneas may be proued 
by diverſe paſſages inthe bookes of Gregory de Tours;

He hada Sonne called 
Ortho, whoencreaſed aſwell his principalities lefrhim 
by his Father, as byhis owne vertueand power. He 
was Count of Champaigne, Blows, Brie, Tours and Char- 
tres. Hebegat Thi a. the Second, and Stephen, who 
ſuccceded his brother, dying withour heires. From 
him and <Micethe fc Daughter of YVVilliam the 
Conquerour , iſſued Thibaud the Third; and Stephen. 
The Sonne of the firſt of them, called after the 
name of his Father dying withour iſſue, left many 
aps {2m amers behinde him to Stephen his uncle 
on his Fathers fide, who had obtained the Kingdome 
of England. Amonge whome wee read, that Levves 


the Sonneof Henry the Second, Earle of co , 


and of Brie, the Nephew of Henry the corpulent, & 
of King Stephen was Earlc of Blows, towhome alſorhe 
Dutchie of Romania, was given for his Heroick, and 
brauc deeds of Armes at C antinople. He alſo dying 
without heires, as likewiſe Thibaud their ſiſter Mar- 
aret ſucceedeththem ; who was firſt Wife to 0tho 
arle of Bowrgoigny , and after her firſt huſbands 
death ſhe was married againe to Gvvalter Lord of A- 
vennes, of whome was borne Mary 
Counteſle of Chartres, and of Blots, who was cſpouſed 
to Hugh de Chaſtillon Count of Saint Paul. 

In the yeere 1588. the 22.0f November, was ma{- 
facred at Blows by the commandment of Henry the 
Third, HenrydeLoraine, Dukeof Gziſe, and the next 
day his brother the Cardinal.

Thus farre we have deſcribed the Provoſtſhip of Paris, 
with the foure or precin@ts belonging to it. The 
ork all , Or le pays de Fallos , which 
is ſuppoſed tooke this name from the fweere , & plea- 
ſant Valleys about it. Some fetches the name of ir 
elſwhere : Anciently it was a Countie , but afterward 
was made Doladenl. The firſt Count of Yaloys 
and Alemon, was Charles, the Sonne of Phidp the third 
King of Fraxce: he by his Son Philip the fourth _ 
inthe royall ftemme of Y«/ox into France:the Dutchie 
of Yalois reacheth to Picardie. The chiefe Citic here- 
of is Sikvanetium,or Sela, fonamed (as ſome imagine) 
becauſe it lyerh uponthe skirt of a wood. tis a ve 
ancienttowne, and an Epiſcopall Sea, honoured alfo 
with a Bailiewike, or Proyoſtſhip.

_ turther fide of Campiegne follow the Swefones and Lay- 
dunenſis, a peodle of Ficardie. Magny,Thorette and Creil 
belong ro Campiegne. And under Senls lyeth the Bai- 
liewike, Provoſtſhip, and Vicounty , Pontes Afiz, or 
Pontoyſe, which Ivo in his ro letter nameth Poxte- 
fam, under the royalty whereof are theſe Townes, 
Ville newfve le Roy, and L'ifle Adam. Having paſſed Pox- 
roſe ye come preſently inro Normandie. Under Sex- 
ls is alfothe County of Beaumont upou the Oyſe , with 
Perſang , and Mets belonging to it.

The Capitall Ciric of Zeyraine is _ (of late ta- 
kenin bythe King of France) which though it benort 
very great, isnever the leſle pleaſantly ſeared upon 
the Muri« or Mewre, in a fine plaine commodious 
place, lying in the forme of a £xadrant,adorneth with 
a ſtately Palace belonging ro the Dukes of Lorraine, 
the river Mere running by it, which aboutnine miles 
aboue the Caſtle fallerh into the XMoſel. 

Petrws Dives and ſome others arc of the opinion, 
that Nencejam ſhould be Prolomics Ng/ion, and An- 
thonines Naſium , making it to lyc upon the way, 
which gocth from Durocortorum to Drvoduyum : but 
thoſe which haue marked this more neerely , maye 
eaſcly perceiue, that Anthonices Naſium lay not in that 
place, where now Nancie ſtands, and that Neſjum, 
cannot be that rowne, which is now called Nancejum; 
bur rather a Village lying ewclue miles fromit, not 
farre from the Meuſe or Mate in the Province of Bay 
Le Duc, commonly called at this day Nas & Nefienſis, 
as appeareth in an old ſtone found there in the 

ound. That Naſſhum was heretofore a great towne 
is moſt certaine and appeareth by the old walls, and 
ruines of ir, which Clemens Trelens Moſellanus witnel- 
ſeth in Ortelins. 

Nextunto Naxcie is Saint Nicolas , lying fixe nules 
from Nencie upon the river Mesſe, in a plainc fruirfull 
ſoile. This rowne by the ofren reſort of ſtraungers un- 
roit, was in proceſſc of time fo enlarged, that nowir 
is not onely accounted a village any more, bur alſo 
one of the chiefeſt rpwnes of Lorraine; being girt a- 
bour with a wall, & now putsdowne & excells others 

both in fine houſes, ſtreeres, inhabitants, and good 
trading, marchandiſcs, and manufaQtures.

Art Nancy in Saint Georges Church isto beſceenethe 
Tombe of Charles the Hardy, Duke of Burgundie,who 


on the fifth of Ianuary anno 1477. was ſlaine in a 


barrcll, fought berweene himſclfc, the Svwiſſers, and 
the Lorraines, whole bones afterward by the com- 
maund of Charles the Fitthin the yeare 1550. in Oto- 
ber were taken up by Beiſer Herald, of the order of 
che Golden Fleece, & carrycd to Luxenbure, & from 
thence by the order of Hary Queene of Hungarie, 
were remoucd to Brwgges in Flanders.

It was here- 
cofore the royall ſcare of Gantranus, but Lothariws the 
Sonne of Laddvicus Pins Auguſtus , burnt it downe to 
che ground, ſotharhe ſcarce leftany memoriall of ir, 
bur afterward was built up againe, and now1is atowne 
of rich trading. Halfe way berweene Challon and Meſ- 
con, lycth the ſmall rowne of Torms, called by Spartia- 
nusand Antoninus Tinertizm, lying in a very plea- 
fant and fertile place, environned round abour with 
the Sexe and upon the hills, and hillocks abourir arc 
rich Vineyards, where they make excellent Wines. 

Cuyſellum lycth in a like diſtance from theſe rwo 
townes bcing under the Kings ſubjetion. Ammia- 
nus,as Paradinus writeth, callerh it Secuſianorum & 
Seculium. Iris ſcared atthe foote of a hill named 1«- 
re, andthough it be much decayed here and there 
it ſcemesto hauc bene a v2ryancientrowne. On the 
Eaſt fide of it licth manic hills from which there iſſues 
divers nvelers and cleare running ſprings. And out 
of a rock of touchſtone flowerth a {ſpring , which by 
wodden pipes is led into the rowne to a fine foun- 
taine, whoſe water is very ſweete and wholcſome. 

On the Weſtſide of it there is a large anda broad 
—_ Onche North part nine miles trom Challon 
yeth Belna,or Beaulne,upon atmall river called by the 
Inhabitants Rowr-ſoize. Fob thinke that this is Bizra- 
&a mentioned by Ceſar, and Srrabo, bur others are of 
an other opinion. T his cowne lycth in a very mooriſh 

ound : & as Paradinws faith is ſtrongly ſeated by rea-. 
on of a ſmall Mcere which lies abourit, thatit is inac- 
ccllible for an cnnemy to approchunto, being beſides 
well fortificd with Walls and Bulwarks. The ground | 
about this rowne is ſo fart, and the Vincsſo noble,thar 
your Beau/ne Wines are in great requeſt chrough the 
whole World. Hardby itis the Cloiſter of Ciſterrium, 
andthe Ciſtertian Fryers, ſtanding in athick wood, 
founded by Duke Odo. This Cloiſter hath under ir 
1800, other Fryers Cloiſters, and almoſt as many 
Nunnerics ofthe ſame Order. 

Semurium , or Semur lycth in the very midſt of this 
Countric, which is alſo called Auxox, and is a fine 
towne. Halte way berweene Dijon and Beaulng is Nuy- 
thenium , or Nuys, where they make good rappiers. 
Thetowne which is nowcalled 4wvolon was hereto- 
fore named Aballon, Antoninus maketh it to be the 
place where the fixetcenth Legion lay. And Antoni- 
nus his Sidelucurs isat this day called Sawliew, wherethe 
——_— Legion quartered. That which is now 
called Flevigny, lying roche Eaſtward of Semwur,abour 
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foure of fiue miles from ir, is thought to be Fleavis 
Edzorwm. There are diverſe other townes, and Bour- 
roughs, which for brevitie ſake I will paſſcover, as Au- 
fone with a Caſtle inir, beingasirwere the Key ofthe 
Durchy Eaſtward, underthe walls whereof the Szone 
runncth. Likewiſe Niers, Ravieres , Leigne, Monberd, 
Chaſtillon , S. Seigne , Seloigne, Crevant Vitean, Yerden, 
Arnay , Seure , Tonnere called by Antoninus Tronode- 
rum. In the Dutchic of Burgundie, there are three 
oher Epiſcopall rownes, as Nevers, Auxerre & Maſcon: 
the firſt is honoured with the dignitic ofa Dukedome, 
which is in French called /e Dache de Nivernos , hath a 
large extent, and is watered with three navigable ri- 
vers, namely , the Icauna Elavere, & the Loire, there 
arealſo 13. walled trownes init, whereof Neversis the 
Capirall, having under the juriſdi&tion thereof aboue 
chirtie Caſtlewicks , which Ceſar called Noviodunum: 
itisencompaſſcd with ſtrong walls, heigh currers, and 
deepe moats.

Amonge which Caſſ#/iwm is famous for their yearely 
Faires of Hqrlſes, and Carrell held upon Seine Georges 
day. There are alſo Abbeys, the one called Grand- 
mondt , the other Saint Leonards, lying berweene Ly- 
moges & Felletin. Lower Limoſin is more lullic, then 
che Vpper, which is farly called La marche de Limoſin, 
bordering upon Avergne , and Perigert.

For the moſt part they are very laborious, 
ingenious, craftic, and ſubrill, not raſh headed, bur 
providenrtfor themſelues, andthcir affatres: yetthis 
vice raignes amongethem, they will goe to lawe one 
with an other foratrifle; and which is worſe, they are 
taxed for giving of money, to procure falſe witneſſes. 
This is chiefly the nature of the Inhabirancs of Tulle: 
bur for thoſe of Yzerche they carenotmuch for mer- 
chandiſe, bur chooſe rather to follow che Warrs, and 
colcarnerheuſe of theirarmes. For rhe Gentrie they 


are continually quarreling one with an other, for -, 


the reſt they are very noble & generous, and herein 
the Burgas of the rownes imitare them.

The Emperour Lodoviews Pixe, gaue to his Sonne 
Pipinus the Kingdome of Aguitania, whoſe Sonnes 
Pipin and Charles,were by their Vncle Charles the Balde 
driucn our of Aquitesis, and ſhutrupin a Cloifter, & ſo 
ſcizing upon this Princedome, gaucitto his Nephew 
m—_ upon this c6dition, that it ſhould neuer 
any more the title of a Kingdome; .but of a Duke- 
dome. After Arnold facceeded Y Yilliam, ſurnamed 
the Good, Eblonthe Firſt, Eblox the Second, YVilliam 
the Second and Third, Guy, YYikiamthe Fourth, and 
Fifth , and Elenor Daughter of 7Y iltiam the Fifth was 


married ro Lewvesthe Seuenth, King ot France; who | 


being ſuſpicious of treaſon &adulerie divodurced her: 
ſhee then on aſudden was eſpouſed ro Henry Duke of 
Normandie , who after the death of King Stephen , ſuc- 
cceded him in the Kingdome of England. Whence 
hapned thelongeſt blondicſt, & molt grieyoustime 
of woe & calamuties, which cver afflicted France. For 
afterthe deceaſc of Henry, his Sonnes Richard, & lohn 
ſucceeded him, aſwell in his Kingdome of England as 
in his Martcrnall , and Parrimoniall inhericances in 
France. But Arther being arrived,the Sonne of Goofrie, 
as being the cldeſt Sonne of King John, pretended 
that he oughtro be preferred before 1ohn, and ro this 
cnd wasincitedand ſtirred up thereunto by Philyppws 
Avuguſins King of France, to take Poittow by force of 
armes from his Vncle /ohn, and ro make himſeclfe ma- 
ſterof it. He then gathering many troups together, 
was ona ſudden ſurpriſed by 7ohn, v ho overthrew his 
forces, and carrycd him priſoner ro Rouan, where he 
puthim ro death. For this cauſc King lehn was by Con- 
ftantiathe Mother of Arthur, accuſed of Parricide, and' 
forto accuſe him of ir, appealed unto King Philip, fit- 
ring in the Courtofthe Peers of France, where he was 
condemned for his offence, and adjudged tolooſe all 
his livings co the King, by the right of confiſcation, as 
Lordot the Ficf, & among thereſt he gort this coun-

The river Clain traverſerh almoſt 
roundabourit, making tome {mall Iles, and art laſt fal- 
leth intothe Yienne. It is a very famous Vniverhirie, 
eſpecially for rhe Imperialllawe , which wil giue _ 
ronoAcadcmicinFraxce,but onely Paris, having bene 
founded by King Charlesthe Scucuth, inthe yeere of 
our Lord 1421. whercof Julixe Scatiger in his deicri- 
tion of rownes writeth thus. :

Theanriquitic of thisrowne is ſcene by the Thea- 
ter, the Palace of Galean ,and the arches of the Aque- 
duds, tolcade the water by pipes, from farre places 
intotheConduitts,&Fountaines of the rowne,which 
they call yet Arceanx de Parigne, ſure teſtimonies of 
the Romans cammaund over theſe people. 
Some gue out, that this city hauc bene firſt 
fundedby che Succeſſours of Agathyrſms, and Gelo-

This Epiſcopall Scare commendeth much this 
Citic, for the reverend memorieof the name, and 
mctir of $. Hilariethe Biſhop thereot, a man of lingu- 
lar learning , pictic & conſtancie, who like a moſt in- 
vincible champion oppoſed the dangerous fation of 
cArrixe, and refured mightely his damnablc hereſie, 
with a moſt profound judgment and eloquence in his 
 rwelue bookes of the Trinity , which as a remem- 
brance to his immorrall praiſc he'hath left behinde 
him.

I cannot omitrtto ſpeake ſomewhat of the Awphithes- 
ter in Poitow, necre unto the village Dowve, which was 
made in ſuch a manner, by the cunning and arr of 
man, as if nature herſelfe had formed ir. Itis wholly 
cutt out ofa hollow hill, and wrought withour any cx- 
rernall matter of Ciment, Chawlke, Timber orStone. 
The whole deſcription of this mountand Amphitea- 
ter, is credibly related by Levine Keerſmaker , hereto- 
fore ionghnating of Zerrickſee in Zealand,and is to 
be read in Tuſtus Lipſizs his booke of the Amphithearers 
without Rome, Chap.s. whoaddeth that Dowve muſt 
hauc bene heretofore more then a village,as may evi- 
dently appeare by the old peeccs of the ancient high. 
way,which wenttrom this rowne to Pontus Ceſarianue, 
now called Pont du Sey. Partof which way is yet tobe

to bring up twelue thouſand men , whenas the Pic7o- 
wes (or Poidtevins) levyed butcight thouſand, andthe 
Lemovices ( or Limoſins) tenne. 

Xaintongeabo in Corne, and Wine, andis 
one of the beſt Countriesin Fraxce , in ſo much thar 
they ſend forth their commodiries into Spagne , En- 
gland, and other Countries.

The 
city of Rechefcalledin Latine Repel, is ſeatedin one 
of the fertilleſt Countries of France, upon anarme of 
the Sea, where itebbs and flowes upto itryilc a day. 
Ir was builr ſixe,or ſeuen hundred yeeres agoc, by the 
Kings of France; becauſe of the ihe & the commo- 
diouſneſſe of the haven & to curbe the Pirares,which 
troubledall the Armorick Coaft, forit hath a very good 
port, anda braue roade forſhipping ro ride in, and 
indeedisa place impregnable, & ſoſtrong, that iris 
I ro _—_ bur by famiſhing. On the South 
lide,itisalmoſt all forrified with a Gulfe of the Occan 
Sea, onthe North ſide of it, is nothing but Marſhes, 
ouerflowne with water ( which for this reaſon are

$. lean & Angeli is a ine towne lately built, and is 
one of the principaleſt , and the beſt compacted in 
Xaintoigne. It rooke this name from an Ab 4 dedi- 
cated in the honour of S. Tohn, whereot the founda- 
tion was layd in the reigne of _ Pepin , who kept 
his Courtin the palace of Anger; (tor there is but one 
letter changed in the termination of this word)ſeated 
upon the river Boutonnein the territoire of Aulnw. It 
is reported (if ye will = creditto it) that ſome reli- 
ous men, coming fromthe Holy land, broughtinro 
is place (as they ſay) S.lohn Bapriſfs head, upon whole 
ng the Kin ellanncd a great viCtorie ouer his 
Ennemics; in acknowlegmenr whereof, he founded 
in this place wherc his owne palace of Angeriſtood,an 
Abbey,& calledirafter S.lohns name,and there purr 
intoirt Religious men to ſerue God, allowing them 
good meanes &revenews.In ſo much that a great ma- 
ny people came flocking thither,which by litle & litle 
built this cowne , which now ſtands there at this = 
ſent, and calling ir after S. Iohns name hath cuer lince 
keprthcancientname. This hapned about the yeare 
of our Lord 768. when as King Pepin had warrs with 


. Gaifer King of uHquitania, whome he on , as

appeares by the ſtorie of the foundatis of this Abbey. 

his rowne was beſieged by the Duke of Anjos 15 69. 
and after it held our two months, it was yeclded upon 
compotition ſigned by theKing,rhar they ſhould march 
out Vvith bagg, and baggage , wvith their armes, horſes, 
and flying Colours. By how much this famous licge was 
followedand as oumncy defended, by ſomuch 
is it the more remarkable, for the raſhe and ſudden 
breach of faith and promiſle which his m4eſty had 
ſolemnely made. Forthe hiſtoric noreth, thar he 
loſt abouc tenn thouſand men betore ir, & fue or 
fixc & rwentie Gentlemen of the ordnance, all flaync 
upon their dutic, who had ſhort upon the towne a- 
boue fiue thouſant Canon ſhort, and the many runa- 
wayes, that@ laſt his great army was ſo weakned thar 
ir was not abouc 18. or zo. thouſand men. Pons Lou- 
bleſe, or Ponts is atowne which licth foure miles from 
Sazndtes. It is devided into two parts, the Vpperand 
the Lawer towne, and thar part which is called S. 75- 
vian licth now almoſt defoters ; becauſe rhar the 
lewes, who dwelt in it heretofore, having hung up 
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in derifion a Crucifix upon the Hoſpirall, the Lord 
thereof deſtroyed them withour any putic, The other 
part of the rowne on the North fide is called Les 
Haires, and S. Martin is embelliſhed with many Chur- 
ches, & Convents of White and Grey Fryers, whoſe 
Convent was founded by a Lord of the ſame place; 
called Regnanr inthe time of Charlesthe Fifth. Burthe 
Fryers Cloiſters of S. Benedidtus Order, and of S.Tohns 
of leruſa/em were tounded by Gay of un me. Ic 
hathr rec Pariſhes, & three Hoſparalls, whereof rwo 
of them are for the centertaynment of ſtrangers, and 
the other for the Natiues of this Countrie: the reve- 
news whereof had wontto be employed inthe main« 
renance of Schooles. There arc under the juriſdi- 
Qtion of Ponts, rwo and fifric Pariſhes, and rwo hun- 
dred and fifthic Fee-farmes, belonging to Noble and 
Gentlemen. The Meddalls found there buricd un- 
derthe botrome of a pillar, ſhew evidently the anti- 
quitic of this place, abour the inſcriptions whereof, 
were written upon the one Divas Cajwe Ind. Caf. Impe- 
ratoy , & upon the other lide Aelins Porntus Nepos Pomp. 
Mag. Tumul.ſo that itis credible, that this Caſtleand 
Towne bore the name of Aclhius Pontizs, and thar in all 
appearence Anthoni de Pont Lord of this place was 
deicended from the Romans: beſides, there were 
ſome ancient charrreskeprin ir, wherein were written 
theſe wordes , _Armadus Vinerins Pontine & Anabalds 
Vxer, Diis Yolent. and Albinus Coſſejus Pontins Filias 
Anab. Vlneri. D. A. Pont. and Helheida F xor hic jacent. 
morcouer, Ecmoratus, Comai D. A. Pont. Egilda Filia 
BrenniY xor. Howſocuer, itis verely thought, thar 
theſe ancient Romans tooke their name from Ports, 
or bridges in regard of the number of them which 
were ſhade over the river Sexgne underthis towne, & 
for amemoriall thereof, there is yer ſeenc in one of 
the arches thearmes ot the Lords of Pont, which are 
three bridges Or,in a fieldGewles upon a Scutchion Ay- 
gent. Blayeis more ancierthenany rowne in thisCoun. 3lyge, 
trey : for Auſonius calleth it Blaviamilitaria, as bein 
a ſtrong fortreſſe for the Romiſhgarniſon. It bore the 
title of a Caſtle, before the French inhabited Gallia. 
The Lord of this place was that mighty & vaillir Pala- 
tine Rolland,who livedin the time of Charles the grear. 
This Charles built a Churchinit, & named it S. Ro- 
mans. Neere vnto the Port Santongeois licth alſo the 
rowne of Taillebourg or Bowrg , which is reaſonable 7ailtbourg. 
faire, & well ſcared. Barbeſieux15 about nine miles from 
Sainttes , and fhiuc trom Angouſleſme, from Coignac and 
from Ponts.It was in times paſt a very faire towne, and 
well fortified, as appeares by the ruines of the walls, fi- 
ruatcdina ferrill - ſn chough ir lay aloofe from the 
river. Therearcinthisrowne two Pariſhes, the one is 
called S. Mathews, the Church whereof was hereto- 
forededicatedtothe Virgin Mary: theother S.Euſta- 
chizs.It hath a faire Caſtle in it, which was built by one 
of the great Grandſires of the Counts of Rechefault,not © 
RR ; becauſe that from this houſe the Lords of 
Barbelicux arc iſſued. Brovageis a\mall towne, lying 
foure ſquare,builtupon a marſh,wonne from the Sea. 
itismuch noted for the abundance of Salt, which is 
madethere. This place being beſieged by the Duke 
of Mayenne,the 22.0t Iunc 1577.was yeelded up upon 
compoſition, and they marchedourof it, with their 
armes, bagg and baggage, & ſo remayneth at the de- 
votion of the Conquerour. There is alſo the great 
Bourrough of Marans defended with aſtrongeCaſtle. Marane. 
This place aan Sr the name of the foile » bein 
built upon marſhic ground, where they make a worll 
of Salt. Theriver of Sevrerunneth by it ſo thatthey 
may with youe caſc bring their commodities to Re- 
chell , contidering allo the Sca flowes up to the very 
Caſtle. The Sainrongeos, make much money of their 
corne , which the Spaynards feth trom them every 
yeare by, marchants which ſellsirto them. Rocheftis 
very rich, becauſcitlyeth ſoncerethe Sea, and princi- 
pally in regard of the great commerce and trading,

Theres no Countrie in France , that 
more in excellent wines than this : theſe wines are 
called —_— the inhabitants, Yin de grave, for grave 
ſigni ,or ſandic ground. Now the land, which 
lyeth under the Citie , where theſe excellent 
grow, is called grave, becauſe it is very ſandie. There 
are other wines beſides,as & Lermoxng, and de x Baſtide. 
The Garonne runneth through & watereth Zordeanx, 
and ebbeth and floweth more then $0 paces above 
the ſaid Citie. The Pewge and Diviſe —_— of 
no great importance, 1 will pafſe by. The Magiſtrates 
whuchare commonly called Jurats, together with the 
chiefe of their Senate the Maire gouverne the Re- 
publicke : theſe Jurats were in former times 324 in 
number, bur afterward according to'the number of 
the Countries defonginger the Citie twelve, This is 
the Seate of the Kings Parliament , which was firſt 
held there inthe yeere 1351, upon the 32 day of No- 


- vember, upon which day they were all ſworne ,to ob. 


ſervethe Lawes and faſhions of the Pariſian Senate,

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And it was ordained inthis Parliament, that the Pro- 
vinces of Bordeaux Yaſatois, Agenois, Condowors, Londes, 
Cobors, Armenioss, Guc rey, Limogois, Frigort, Angouleſme, 
Samoigne, and of Kechel, ſhould receive their Lawes 
and Statures from thence, tut afterward the Provin- 
ces of Armenois, Augenleſme, Rochell and the greateſt 
part of Cobors fell ot, & ſeparated themſelves, There 
was in this Citie heretofore an Epilcopal Sea,but now 
is become an Arch-Epiſcopall , flouriſhing with the 


_ dignitic Metropolitan. The Univerſity of rdeaux, 


was by the order of the Pope Eugenia tonnded after 
that of Toſoiſe, and was confirmed and adorned by 
Lewes King of France with divers priyeledges, anno 
1472. & forthe glorie thereof, was fimply named the 
Schoole of Gaſcognie.

By the warres of the Yan- 
dats, Goths, Sarrazins and Normans, the ſaid Citic was 
oftentimes deſtroyed and burnt, for which cauſe itis 
now not ſo fine, and bewrtifull as it would have beene 
if theſe diſaſters, had not hapned to it, as Auſoniue 
mentioneth. In the yeere 1479, there was an alli 
made betweene thoſe of Bordeaux, and Burgas, namely 
that Bordeaux ſhould rule as a Prince over Bourg, & 
the other townes of that Province, which continued 


fo, untillthe laft day , that the Engliſh commaunded

turrets, by Pontixs , Leonie, and Pauline. It got the 
name of Bourg, tor they called thoſe _ , and 
Caſtles, which were fortityed , and provided with all 
manner of graine , and neceflaric proviſions for the 
time of warre. Libourne lyeth juſt in that place , 
where the two Rivers Dordozgne, and the Lilie runne 
intoan other: when there was any infeftion of the 
lague in the great townes then they uſed to hold the 
arliament of Beerdelos here. It is anew towne, for 
Froffard maketh firft mention thereof. In Bourdelois 
lyethalſo Le pes extre dewx Mers, Medoc, Le pays de Buch, 
and Ze pays de Fronſac: being a land which lyeth be- 
tweene twoSeas,and isa very fat, and a fertill Soile, 
lying betweene the Garonne and the Dordaigne. Thele 
two Riyers, becauſe of their greatneſfle are called by 
the Inhabitants Seas : upon this ground is fituated 
the townes S.Macari, Libourne , Medoc , all which 
belong unto the Parliament of Bourdelois. 

The Countie of Medoc,containeththe Land,which 
lyeth betweene Bourdeaux, the Sca, & the Garonne. 
It isalmoſt allfands , neere unto ſome Marſhes , and 
lyeth fo low, that oftentimes it is overflowne,, there- 

re it is not ſtraug, that the Shores of Medec is daylic 
waſhed away, & the houſes of the Inhabitansin time 
will be caten "a5 Cans ſwallowed up by the Sea. 

Upon Aedec deth the Pays de Bachs , which 
beareth the title of aprincipate. Le pays de Fronſac , is 
a Marquifate, and taketh the name meh towne , 
and Caſtle Fronſac, which Charlemagne built , when he 
made warres upon Hwunold, Duke of Geſcognie , and cx» 
pulſed him.

The Metropolitan of 
this Territorie,is Lugdunarn, torſo this great, beauti- 
full, and flouriſhing Citie was called by Tacitas , Pli- 
nins, Ambonias , andalmoſt all Latine writers, Srrabo 
nameth ir Lugdunon , Prolomee and _—_ Lugduna. 
Some derive this name from Lugare, from Lu- 
cere, becauſe it ſtandeth upon a hill, as a Watch-towre 
making farre, andneere a lucent & ſhyning ap aan 
Others againe , will have the name thereof ferchr 
from LZzgdo King of Celtes. In an ancient Journall , 
which was made from Bourdeaux unto Ieruſalem , in 
the latter part thereof this Citie is named Lugdanum, 
which is interpretedin French : Ls Montagne deſire de 
Lion : the deſired Mountaine of Lyons. But it ſeemeth 
thole ſearch the Originall of ir turther, which derive 
it from the Belgick, or Nether-dutch-word Lack , 
which ſignifyeth Fortune, ſothat Lyons ſhould bave 
beene a Mountaine dedicated to Forrune. Erick the 
Monck in his 4 booke of the life of S.Germas, ſaith, 
that Lugdunum is as much to ſay , as Mons Lucida , 
thatis, a lightſome mount: and verſifyeth upon it in 

this manner,

From that time forward this was alwayes accoun- 
ted one of the chiefeſt Cities of the Gaules, and was 
in greateſteeme, andenj the ſame privi & 
immunities as their net did. For Plinie ma- 
keththe Seguſanes to be a free people,and Paul.1.C. 


Ganls of Lyons, and alſoof Viennes under the r 
of Italie, It was likewiſenoſmall honour , ents. 
fir coir, that Agrippe, ordainen that all wayes and paſ. 
ſages ſhould be made fromthence into France.: he 
gave them allo the priviledge of coining money, and 

re all tributs, and toules of Gaule were payd and 
received. Moreover, this tended much ro = ho- 
nour of it, that among all the rownes of Gaule, a 
temple was built there in honour of the Emperour 
Augaitus, with a fearefull Altar in it, as ſome fooliſh 
writers relate, Juſt there where the Arar and the Rho 
ane meete together , of which temple Srrabs maketh 
mention in his 4. booke. Paradinwe ſpeaking of the 
AcientState of Burgundie , relateth that out of the 
ruines of this remple John Duke of Burgundie, built 
the cathedrall Church of Lyons, as h manj- 
feſtly by the onld marble ſtones, andthe inſcriptions 
upon them:Ot this Altar many Hiſtorians have made 
mention. Seron in the life of Cledias, chap. 2. faith, 
that it was dedicated to _— inthe yeare of the 
foundationof Rome 744, when Hnronime Africanwe , 
and 2. Fabiw Maximum were Conſulls, which is like. 
wiſe attirmed inthe Epitome of Livius lib.137. Dis 
alſo lib.5 4. writerh, that in the dayes of Auguſtus , 
they celebrated their playes there, which were kepr 
in his time. Swe#ox in his 20 Chapter maketh mention, 
that Caligalzeſtabliſbed Comedies there , to ſee who 
could excell one an otherin the eloquenteſt , and pu- 
reſt Latin,and Greeke tongues. In which Comedies 
he reporteth , that the Vangquished gave the prize to the 
Vanguishers, and that they were conſtrayned to mate werſes

intothe Treaſure ard Celletion of M*. Smetine 
[eo inferiprions The old monument, and the magni- 
ficencie of this Citie, reſtific ſuthciently, the ancient 
largnelle as alſothe Temples; the rriumphall Vaults, 
and the conduiQt-pipes thereof. And inthe Forwiere 
there are yet remaining ſome reliques of Forum ene- 
rs Heretofore the nobleſt part of Gaule , was divi- 
ded into five Lionnois, as is to be ſcene inthe memo- 
ries of the Provinces of the Gaules. Senecain his g2 
Epiſtle to Lucillius ,.lamenteth much the burning 
thereof, which hapned a bundred yeeres after the 
Colome was planted there, and deploreth the loſle, & 
dammage which it then ſuſtained by a fearefull fire. 
Nere the ſeventh yeere after this fire reedifyed8 gave 
ſome helpe to this loſſe , as Tacitus writethin his 16 
booke of his Annals, Herodian reporteth lib. z. that 
this Citic was beſeiged, taken in, pilliged, and burnt 
againe by Severw the Emperour, becauſe Albinus de- 
tained his Armic within it. Ppirins Mafonins writeth 
in his Annals, _ reaſon of the age of the Pope , 
Philippe le Bel,or the faire King of France brought the 
Citie of Lyons under his commaund. This Citie 
Lugdunum called Lyons, at this day is ſeated ina ve- 
ry pleaſant and a commodious lace, and is almoſt 
nature invincible being fortified on the one fide wi 
two moſt fraitfull hills, and on the other fide watered 
withthe two Rivers the Arar, and the Rhoane, ha- 
ving in it magnificent Churches, and buildings , as 
publick as private,and doth fo flouriſh in trading, 
and riches, that it may truely be called the Metropo- 
litan Citie of France, and as the heart, and Key of 
the Kingdome ; by reaſon of the paſſages and wayes 
into Italic, Germanie , and other Countries. There

is held in it, every yeere foure Marts, or Faires, unto 
which Merchants of diverſe nation doe reſort. In 
the time of Charles the ninth , when all France was 
ina combuſtion, and embroyled with civill warrs, he 
built there a Ciradell, or Caſtle with much adoe, for 
the ap _—_— tuture troubles. More-over , the 
Arch-Biſhop peth here his reſidence , entituling 
himſelfe Primate of the French Clergie having 103 
Biſhops under him. There is alſo a Seneſc Ip, 
under whoſe juriſdiQtion belong Lyonnois, Fereit , 
Matiſcon, & Belloiolezium,in whichafterward there 
fell ſome ſmall alteration. Bernard Abbot of Clare 
val, giveth no ſmall commendations of the Church 
of Lyons. Indeed (ſaith he) every man agreeth, that the 
Charch of Lyons,excelieth all the other Churches of France, 
aſwell for the dignity of the Sea , as for learning , and (4u- 
dable inHitmtions : for where hath the reformation,cenſare, 
and rules of diſcipline beene ſo well kept and obſerved «s 
there? good manners, mature Conculls, ſage deliberations & 
authorutie the marks , of antiquitie? ie in Eccleſiaſti- 
call funttions, never lining or giving way, to ſudden No- 
velties, neither would endure ever to be dichonored by the 
lightneſſe of youth. Irexcus a grecke Authour was here- 
toftore Bi of Lyons, who wrote 5 bookes againſt 
the impious opinions of the ancient Heriticks, Sim- 
phorian Campherizs a Phyſician of Lyons hath written 
at large of the antiquitie, and originall of the 111u- 
ftrious men and Biſhops , and other/Authours of the 
Citic of Lyons , among which L, Plotinus Gallus 
was one , who taught Rhetoricke firſt at Rome, as 


Sueton faith, & under whome Cicero h, that 
he and his brother Aint learned firſt the founda- 
tions, and principes of the Latine rongue.

Ir is reported 
that Poxtizs Pilurws lived herein exile; forthere is yer

French Le Comtat de Venaiſeine, belongeth rothe 
commaund of the Pope of Reme: on the Welt itbor- 
dereth upon Languedecke, there where the Reane parts 
them aſſunder: onthe South and Eaſt upon Provence, 
and onthe North upon Das/phine. Ir hath had here. 
toforc diverſe Lords, and ſtood under the obeiflance 
of Xeme, having the likelibertic, as thoſe of Gellis

Narkonnenf, or Narbonnoi had , of which rhey haue 
nowloſt mo part. The Romans being expulſedour 
of Gallis, the Gothes then polleſled it, afterward the 
Bowrgonians , who being chaſed out of it, the French 
ruled over it.

Fe- 
fur Aviewws writerh , thatic was called 7 belins, b the 
Greeks, which formerlic inhabired there. And was 
ſurnamed Mameliaris ( for what reaſon one knowne 
not) ina faircinſcnprion, whichis to be readina pil- 
lar , as Learned Scaligerteſtifierh. Fh Conflantine the 
*Emperour,gauc order that it ſhould be called Conffan- 
tina,and thatthe generall Aſſembly of the ſeuen Pro- 
vinces ſhould be held there, to wit, for Yiewnos , for 
both the Nerbonnes, for both the AHquitanies, Neuf- 
on wh and thecAaritimate Alpes. Awſonius calleth it 
Galula Roma in his verſes afore mentioned, becauſe it 
was a very famous, and-a commodious rowne for 
Merchandives & fot which reaſon the Roman Colo- 
nic ſtrived, tomakeir like unro Rome their mother 
Cirie: and, as itſeemed, calledir Lice Rome. Itis ſeated 
at thisday, upon the left ſide ofthe Roane. Burin the 
Tabuls Itineraris of Languedoc it is placed on rhe 
right ſide. Auſonine faith , thatthe Rhoſne devideth ir 
into two parts, which makes it ſeeme two townes. 
Now the face of the place being charged, ir onely 
lieth on that fide, which looketh towards /rabe, andis 
environned about with Marſhes upon which they 
feede goodly Oxen. Ithath bene much greater , be- 
fore the Gorhes deſtroyed the one part of it. It was 
once the pleaſant Court of the Kings of Burgundie, 
and afterward the abode, and refidencie of theEarles 
of Provence. Her firſt Biſhop was S. Trophimus one of 
S. Pauls Diſciples, who ſent him into Gafiz in the ſe- 
cond yccre'of the Emperour Nero his reigne,, from 
whoſc head fpring (as Pope Zoſimas faith) all Gali 
was watered with the ſtreame of Faith. Within the 
ſtrength of her Caſtle Howorine: & Hilaire rwo famous 
Prelars held their refidencie. The firſt place of the 
cleuen Biſhopricks , without any prejudice to the 
others,is Merſeiles. All the Latines and ſome Greekes 
called it Maſſilia. Straboand Stephanus Maſſaha, as the 
ancicnt coincs withneſſe. By Prolemie Maſalia , but 
now <Aarſcilles in Tabula Itin. The Countrie here- 
abouts was called by the Grecians,Greece,having bene 
oncea Colonic ofthe Greckiſh Phocians of Aſia Minor: 
founded faith Sohn inthe 45. Olympiade in the dayes 
of King Targuinizs, a$ Inflinws belccucth out of Plutar. 
lib. 43. Solow ſaith it was built by Prorus, whome ſome 
call Prots. Strabo maketh the lite of it ſtonie, neere 
unto the mouth of the Rhoſne with a long boſome 
and as a nooke of the {ca: in ſo much thar «tiuxs faith 
itrooke this name from Trogus. Caeſar ſpeaketh thus 
of itin his ſecond booke of the civill warrs. Marſciles 
is almoſt waſhed with the Sea on three parrs of ir; the 
fourth on the land ſide, is that ſpace, which belon- 
geth ro the Caſtle, fortifyed by the nature of the 
lace , and a very lowe Valley which would be very 
ard to conquer. Cicero commendeth fo highly the 
ouvernmentof this Common-Weale, that he durſt 
upon the defence of Fontejws in a full audience 
ot the people, That the Policie and Conftancie of this 
rowne, was notonely to be preferred beforethe Gre-. 
can , bur almoſt before all other people. Irfercherh 
her Biſhopricks from the time of S. Lazarws, whome 
leſs raiſed from death rolife.

iſh congues, which they ſpeake at this day. But thoſe 


ſuſpend their judgements better , who derive the 
word. Sabaudia Sabatis, which is a ſhallowe water , 
called now Savone. Mela calleth Tabatia , or Sevone a 
rowne, But howſoever ir be, this is moſt certaine, that 
the Savoniſh waters are thoſe, which the Emperour 
Pertinax through covetouſneſſe', & ambition traded 
in Marchandiſeas a private man , which Capicolings 
faith, Neither doth -Phnie erre, or any other writers , 
when they affirme, that the Savoyards, or Sabati, 
dwelt inlcalie, among the Ligurians.

- H E Countrie of Geneve taketh the name 


from the Citie of Gezeve,whereotthe middle 


fillable is pronounced as Eluſa ſhort , which 
commeth not onely from the Swizers, who 
call it Genff, but from the Pefants, that inhabite there 
abours, & from ſome other Savoyards,who cal it Zexe- 
v4 making the middle fillable ſhort. Bur itis comonly 
the French manner, that they make a fillable which1s 
ſhort inthe midit to be longe, as appeareth by an inh- 
nite number of others, as 1n this words publique, facile 
& others, which the Latines neverthelefſe pronounce 
ſhort. Ar this day it hath gott almoſt the name of Ce- 
naoa, as Anthoniua teſtifieth in his excellent booke of 
travells, betweene Milan and Srraesburgh. It is a very 
ancient Citie, Ceſar maketh mention of a certaine 
Bridge there,which lay from Geneve over the River of 
Rhoane, that was broke off by himſeltc. Alſoot a wall, 
which reached from the Lake of Geneve, unto the 
Mountaine Sour, 19000 paces long, and 16 teete high, 
wherefore itis very ſtrainge , that other writers , as 
Strabo, P linie, Prolomee, & many others,made no men. 
tion of this Citie. This Citic lyeth now by the Lake 
of Geneve in two parts , having a wodden bridge over 
the Rhoane, underproppedoverthe midit of an Iland, 
which hath houſes ſtanding on both fides of it. The 
tet part of the ſaid bridge lycth Southward, and 
the leaſt Northward. Upon the end of the lland ſtan. 
derh a watch-towre, whome ſome affirme was built by 
Ceſar. In the greateſt part of the Citie ſtanderh the 
Cathedrale Church ot S.Pcter,which in former times 
as appeareth by tht antiquaires which are here yetto 
be fecne, was built in honour of Apo4o. In the ſmaleſt 
part ſtandeth $,Gervais , his Church trom which the 
eſt part ofthe Towne on that fide is named. He 
tis defirous to knowe the ancient Monuments of 
this citie, and the controverſies which have hapned a- 
mong the Biſhops, Earles, & Duks of Savoy about the 
rule and Dominionthereot,let him reade Franciſcus Bo- 
nivardss of that which he wrote to Seba/lianws Munſic-

Manie writers make mention that Geneye 
hath aften beene troubled ſurpriſed, and afflicted with 
warre in former times, The Countie of Moriexne ſhoo- 
teth out as farre as the River Arch, where S. Johns 
Church ftandeth , and therefore is called S. Iohn of 
Morienne. Itis a fine Towne having a faire Caſtle in 
it, aud is famous in regard of the ſepulchre of Hum- 
berr the firſt , who obtained the Conntic of Morienxe, 
which is now the Dukedbme of Sayoy held in vaſſa- 
lage fromthe Emperour Henry the third, who was en- 


'"rombed there Anno 1548, andin his ſepulchre alſo

The Countie of Tarantaiſe is ſhutt in betweene the

of Taramaiſe , which is now called by the Inhabitants 


Meouſtier, and by the High-dutches Mun#er in Taran- 


raiſe, na a tothe opinion of 7oſias Simcerm. Hum... 
bert the ſecond, Count of Morienne, and Marqueſſe 
of Liounois , who brought Tarantaiſe under his com- 
maund,lyeth buried there , and dyed about the yeere 
1590, 

The Marquifate of Sſa is ſo named alſo from the 
Towne of Sa, whichlyeth not farre from the River 
Doria, which beneath T Aer falleth into the Poo. Ams- 
mianw writeth in his 15 booke, that the Towne Suſa 
lyeth upon the beginning of the Corrian Alps, and faith 
further, that the grave of Corrimvis not farre from the 
Towne Walls. Some affirme, & that not without ſome 
reaſon that Swſa ought to be under Piemont. 

The Domanie Fofigni lyeth hard by the Lake of 
Geneve, in which the Towne of Ripalia ſtandeth, which 
is apleaſant place, and famous in regard of Amedews 
the cight, the firſt Duke of Savoy , who leaving his 
Princedomes became a Monke , and afte was 
made Pope againſt Eugenius the I V. as is faid, and 
was named Fekx the fith, 

Untothe Dukedome of Savoy belongeth the Coun» 
trie of Breſſe, lying betweene the Rivers of Care , and 
the Rhoane. In former ages this was the Court of the 
o__—_ as ſome So There ſtandeth the towne 
called Bowrgh, 8 Breſſe. Inthis Countrie,are the Coun- 
ties of Yars Montrenicl, Pont de Veaux , Bauſgen.

They were therefore ſonamed, in 
regard they removed out of their-owne Countric in- 
ro an other place; afterwards Begeads (as the preſi- 
dent Faxchet phone ni at laſt Sabawd;, in TO 
Savoiſians now vulgarly Seveyerds, and their 
Countrric Sevoye. In the yeare 1126. this Province was 
gouverncd by Earles, and from the yeare 1420. rill 
now by Dukes.

midſt of 6. continually couvered with ſnowe. 
And within a mile of Gezeve, there is amount, which 
with greatdifficultie and daunger ye muſt as it were 
climeup to the ropp of it, by a greatnumber of ſtares 
& ladders hewen our rather by the arrofman, then by 
nature. There hauc bene diverſe men, who aſloone 
ascuer they had ſett foote to goe up it, returned back 
being affrighted atthe hideous fight, and conlidera- 
tion of the ſteepe downefall thereof. There is an 
other mount by Eeg/e-Tovwne,in the Dales(whereof) 
hapned a moſt dreadfull accident, whichis to be read 
inthe memorableHiſtories of our times,in a Chapter 
of Earthquakes lately printedar Pars. Among all the 
mountaines of Chablaw, Saint Sergine 1s the fruirfulleſt, 
the reſt are full of woods and ſhrubbs.Berweene them 
in the vallics in Summer time , there graſcs a great 
many of Cowes,which giuc much milke. For the reſt, 
itis well knowne what a fearefull precipitation mount 
Mnuſftruach hath , from which every yeare many loaden 
Horſes and Beaſts haue fallen & brooke their necks, 
yea ſometimes men themſclucs. Thereare ſome clifrs 
there, which arc as asreeth, andthe cdge of a 
ſword. Ir is very certaine , that the roots upon the 
mountaines of Mig are unknowne, becauſc of the 
depth ofthe Lake, from che borrome whercof they 
ſpring up. 
; The oreſts and Woods furniſh both poore and 
rich with abundance of Cheſtnurrs, and their Swine, 
with maſt,fyring good cheape,&rimber for huſband- 
men to make waggons, waines, and plowes withall. 
There arc no Churches or Chappells with any 
Images, or Reliques of Saints, ſuffred there ſince the 
Romiſh Religion was baniſhed our of it, and tharir 
plcaſed God, to ſend thoſerwo excellent lights of his 
Churchinro it, Mr. John Calvin, & Mr.'Th. Bea. Sincc 
whoſc time alſo the Curch Gouvernmet hath conti- 
ſted ofa Miſcellany of Laymen, and Miniſters, to wit 
of Elders, and Deacons choſen yearely out of the beſt 
and godlieſt citizens, tohelp and aſſiſt the Miniſters 
in their miniſteriall funions,and for the diſtriburion 
of colleQions tothe Poore, The Burgeſles hauc ſuch 
acharitable order among.them which is muchro be 
comended,which is this: If a poore Artiſan,or a hade- 
crafts man be impoveriſhed, or decaycd in it, they 
make a common _ among the richer ſort to ſerr 
him up againe. There are many ſtatcly,& Sumpruous 
Churches in this Signeuric, cſpccially that of Lo- 
z4ne, lincd within with black Mable » likewiſe that 
of Geneva, which ſhines like white yron : upon which 
thunder, andlightning fclonceortwiſe; fo that the 
leaden crofſe was melted, and the ſteeple tumbled 
downe , which ſtood whole till the time of Charle- 
maigne. There 1s alſo Evian Church, ſtanding be- 
rweene the Vineyards withour the walls of the city: 
and Morges Church, that of late yeares was repaircd. 
They have cleared the Churches of all Images & pi- 
Qtures. Some Tombes and hres remaine ſtill in 
them; burnone haue bene buried in them ſincethe 


yeare 1430. In Geneva alſo there are O -houſes, 
& of charity forthe bri up of Father- 
lcfle, and Motherleſle children, alſo Peſt & Le - 


houſes. Anda Hofpirall for poore children and ſtran- 
cm, and toadminiſter conſolation &

faircs, and the determining ofall ſuits in lawe, aſwell 
Civill as Criminall. All their records, evidences, and 
bookes arc keptin it with a watch by night. Vponthe 
one fide of the Gate, is a magnificent B 
monly called the Tribsndll: onthe other fide ye ſhall 
{ce the memoriall of rtmes, the occaſion, and the 
meanes of the reformation of the Stare. Neereunto 
the Towne-houſe,there is the Arſenal,or ſtore-houſe 
for all kinac of Armes, Canon,and amunition, necel- 
faric forthe mammtenance ofalonge ſiege. There are 
alſo many pceces of ordnance , planted upon the 
Walls and Bulwarks of rhe Ciry. They haue alto 
diverſe ſtronge Fortreſſes in this Countrie, amonge 
the reſt S.Catherins,wherein were kept alſo good ſtore 
of ordnance , & munition of warre ready upon any 
occalion,broughrintoit Anno 1590. which was taken 
in by Hearythe Fourth, and Anno 1601. was ſlighred 
by expreſie commaund from him. An other which 
was builr oppoſite ___ it by thoſe of Geneve: the 
peace being concluded, it was allo razed for the fa- 
ving of charges. The third called the Riparle , which 
thoſe of Geneve gort from the French 1589. was alſo 
ruined, aſwell asthe fourthar Verſon , after itwas ta- 
ken in by the Genevos. 

Beſides theſe Fortereſles, there are alſo ſome tovvers rai- 
ſed artificially ; amonge the vyhich Ls Towr Meiftreſe, or the 
Miftriſe-T opyer , ſtanding vvithin a nevy Bulvvarke like a kate 
overlookethall, and defendeth Geneys on the Lake and Sevoye 
fide. The gther is called the Iſle-Toyyer, or Ceaſers, vyhich ſtands 
uponthe vety topp of the Iſle, ro defend that bridge, vvhich 
heretofore appartaincd to the Syyiſſers: yyho is ſaid to have bene 
built by this Emperour. Geneye is a tovvne braucly provided 
yvithall manner of vyarlike engins and materialls,as experience 
hath taught. For hirhath bene oftentimes beſieged, yer 
they vvere never diſtreflcd yvith famine. For, the Leke beating 

it , and the Rboſke running through it, hath alvvaies furnis 

d them vvith abundance of fiſhe;, as is ſcene yet to this day. 
Neither vvant they Gun-pouder becauie they make great ſtore 
of it every day vvithin the tovyne. They haucalſo 


Colledges. And, as M:. Heylin vvriteth, they alloyy inthis ci 
all manner of honeſtrecreations.Fornication they puniſh vvi 
_ om me : PR _ _ They hw alavve, 
tif an ieto them for refuge,they puniſh him 
chupehocalinme bd place , in vvhich the Wy vvas com- 
mitred.Othervviſe, their toyvne being onthe borders of diverſe 
Provinces, vvould never|be free fromv . Ex 
hereof 1 vvill(fGith he)afligne tyvo: The firſt ofcertaine M 
yvho robbing their Convents of certaine plate : and hoping for 
their vvickedpranks at home,to be the vvelcomer hither, vvere 
attheir firſt acquaintance advanced to the Gallovves. ſc- 
condis, of a Spaniſh Gentleman, vrho having fled his Coun- 
rrie,for lippt and counterfeiting the Kings gold,came to this 
rovyne, thelikerevvard. And vvhen for defence he al 
ledged:thathe underſtood their city being free, gaue admiſſion 
toall Offendours: true (ſaid they) bur vvithan intent to puniſh 
them that offended:a diſtinRion vyhich the Spaniard never till 
then learned; butthen it vvas too late. There are alſoa 
number of noble famillies init. And many Learned mcn in all 
arts, and ſciences, vyhole vvritingsare extant & much commen- 
ded. There is a famous Librarie, having many excellent bookes 
& manuſcriptsin it. The Inhabitants of Geneys are full of huma» 
nity and civility, ingenious, and good managers of theit ovvne 
aftaircs. They keepe a good vvatch, and haue a ſpeciall care, to 
the ations of ſtraungers pag their city, & yet giues 
them goodentertainement. Thi toyvne for alonge time hath 
bene a {anuaire and refuge for many perſons, perſecuted for 
religion, having admirted manie of themto be Burgeſſes, and 
Cirzens thereof, and their children into the adminiſtration of 
nn charges as found them capable for them. The 
rench, Englſ h, and Germans haue allyvaics bene vvellcome 
rothem. And novy there are many noble famillics of Italians 
dvvellamonge them, vvhich have the publick exerciſe of reli- 
gion in their oyvne language: vyhoſe Miniſter vvas Learned 
Deodatus an Italian & excellentDivine. They goe very &

Srabs, 
Plimie, and ſome othe , that in ancient times, it 
was named Iberia and Fiiſperia : Iberia from a Countrie 
in Afe, orafter King tberw,or as ſome ſay, from the Ri. 
ver lberw. Avienes affirmeth , thatit was called theris 
from theria, a City of Betica , and had the name of Heſ- 
perie, from Heſperws the brother of Arles , or as Horatine 
thinketh , from Aeſperie the daughter of Heſperze , or 
from the evening ſtarre, under which it was 
ſed to be ſituate, as being the remoteſt Coun» 
trie of Europe Weſtward, and becauſe rabie was like- 
wiſe called Heſperia, Horace to diſtinguiſh it, nameth it 
Vliima Heſperia. | 
Touching the bounds of $p4ixe , upon two ſides of 
it the maine Ocean beateth,namely, upon the North-

There is excellent hunting ia the 
Mountaines, Valleys, and Woods, for Staggs, Hindes, 
wilde Boores, Hares and Conines : And good Hau- 
king,at Partridges, & other game, alſo there are great 
ſtore of Herons, Bittours, Craines, wild Geeſe,Ring- 
doves, and abundance of tame, and wilde Ducks, 
Touching the ancient government of this Coun- 
trie , we will not trouble the Reader with that, which 
Iuſlinw, Diodorus, loſephus, Euſebims,leronimus and coun- 
terfeit Beroſme with Annius Vuterbienſis his falſe expoli- 
tours , and ſome others have written , there upon ſee- 
ming all to be tained. For Twbal lyeth not in Sp4ize, 
norin Europe, but in Afia, and thoſe which ſhould have 
ſucceeded him in the government, as 1berws, Inbalda , 
Brygws, Tages, Betws,and others, farre be it that I ſhould 
account theſe for Kings, unlefle 1 ſhould maintaine, 
that in thoſe dayes Kings were borne out of Rivers, 
which had no living Soules , alſo that is uncertaine 
which one can hardly belceve) rhat hapned m Sane 
after they had depoſed their Kings) touching the Ly- 
dians, Thratians, Rhodians , Phrygians , Cyprians, Pheni- 
ians, Egyptians, Mileſians, Cureans , Lesbians, and Chalde- 
ans , who ſhould have planted many Colomes there , 
and huilt diverſe rownes ; but verely thoſe things are 
held moſt autentique, which writers mention of the 
Carthaginians Romans, and atterward of the Gorbes Yan- 
dales, Saracens, Alanes, Snevians and Hunnes. When the 
Peni, or Carthaginians, and otherpeople of Africe, do- 
mincerd farre and ncere in Spare , & had ſpred them- 
ſelvcs over this continent Cxejz#s and Publius Cornelius 
Scipiones were ſent to warr againſt them with a mighty 
Armie, and hoſt from the Romiſh Senate, and Re- 
publickin the beginning of the ſecond Punick yarre, 
whointhe ſeventh yearc of their warre were diſcomfi- 
ted, when Q. Fulvins Haccus, and Appius Claudius Pul- 
cher were Coululs of Rome : the yeare following was 
ſent thither inthe ſtcad of his Father and his Uncle, 
F.Cornelins Scipio Africanus Major , who by his heroicke 
Actions reduced this Countrie into a Vrovince , and 
layd the firſt foundation of the Roman government , 
10 that time when Cecil tus Metellns, and L.Yeturins Phils, 
where Conſuls of Rome in the 542 yeare after the 
foundation thereot. He having routed and putt to 
flight Aſdraba/, and Mago, the two Carthagian Ge- 


_ neralls , by the rowne Berwla, (lying in Andals/ia , ſup- 


poſed now to be Becaor Ybeds, atterward chaſed them 
out of all Spaixe, and ſo becomming maſter of it, made 
a league and a contederacie with Hphax King of the 
Maſzylori , which Countrie is now called Biledulgerid. 
Three yeares after, inthe time ofthe Conſulſtups of 
C. Cornelius Cethegus,and Minucias Rufus Spaine was de- 
vided into certaine Bounds, and Limits, and two new 
Pretours ſent thither, namely C.Sempronius Tuditanss, 
who governedtl.at part which lay on this fide , and Af. 
Helvias Blaſius the other part , lying on the further 
hide. Scarccly two yeares were expired , but there 
aroſe a great warre a , fo that of neceflity they 
weredriven , to ſend thither a Confull for their ge- 
nerall with a mighty army,and to thatend,, ordained 
the Conſull CA.

the Cantabri and the AHeri under his obedi- 
ence, He devided this whole Region intothreeparrts, 
namely, into Betice, Luſitania , and Tarraconia. Every 
of theſe had their Aferablies and Meetings. Betics 
' had foure, as that of Gadil/anns, Cordubenſis , Aftigitanus, 
and Hiſpalenſis. Lucitania, now Portugall had three, ar 
Emerita s, Pacenſis , and i. Tarraconia had 
ſeven , Carthaginenſis , Tarraconenſis , Ceſar Augufanus, 
Clumenſis, Anſtwris, Lucenſis, and Bracarenſis Thus theſe 
noble Provinces ſtood under the obedience of the 
Romans, untill the eight Conſulſhip of the Emperour 
Henorixs , and the third Conſulat of Theodeſins , bein 
abour 494 yeares after the nativity of Chriſt: in which 
time the Vandals, Suevi, and Alani, being abbared to 
come into Galia by Stilico, getting over the Rhene, 
tooke in and became maſters of all rhis Countrie, and 
livedinit , like madd, and Barbarous men: till they 


were by Adolphas and Yallis (whome the Emperour 
Honorins ſent into France) expMſed and beaten out of 
it, who afterward paſfling overthe Pyrenea Mountains, 


rooke Spaine from the Romans, and held it alonge 
time under their Power. Afterward in proceſſe of 
time , when the Gothes were warred upon by the 
Frankes , they turned their armes once more againſt 
the Vandals , and the Frankes , drive the Gothes our 
of France, and the Gothes againe chaſed the Van. 
dals, and the Alaniourt of Spaine, and extirpatedand 
deſtroyed all the Suevi which were in it. Iuft in that 
time when the Vandals, andthe Alani were called by 
Bonifacius into Africa, where he gouverned then in 
the name of the Emperour, and ſocleared all Spaine 
of the Gothes , who having brought the ſame under 
their owne ſubjeCtion, turned all the Roman [- 
ſons out of it, havingtheir owne Kings, who arcs 
them a longe time, art laſt the Arabian Saracens over- 
throwing them in a mighty Battell, in which their 
King Rodericus was flaine, they loſt all Spaine, Yeta 
remnant of them — ſaving themſelves in the 
Mountaines of Afturia, Biſcay , and Galhcis recouve- 
red, and tooke in againe, litle by litle , their laſt Ter- 
ritoires, Townes, and Caſtles. Bur at laſt the Saracens, 
gathering a head together in Bettca Hiſpania, the Stare 
of their affaires — » & declining, the Gothes 
gott all Sine againe under their power, Ferdinand 
King of Arragon vanquiſhed theſe Saracens, and their 
King Melzs,whoentituled himſelte King of Granads, 
and chaſed them out of Spaine , this Countrie came a- 
gaine under their owne Lords, & though heretofore in 
thetime ofthe Moores , Spaine was governed by five 
Kings,namely,of Caſtile, Arragon, P ortugall, Granada, & 
Navarre: yet at this day there 1s but one, wh beareth 
rule overit,towit, Philipthethird , the Sonne of Phi- 
open Magnus,and Nephew to Charles the fifth. - 
he Chriſtian Religion was firſt here planted (as 

they ſay)by S.Jeames Anno 37 (who is their Patron, 
upon whoſe day if they have any ſervice or exploit to 
docthey commonly attemprit.) ve all 

bene conſtant to the Biſhop of Rome,in ſo much 

in the fixth Councill of Tolledo, it was enacted, chat 
the King ſhould ſaffer none to livein his Dominions, 


but ſuch as did ethe Roman Catholique Reli-

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fition. This Countrie was in ancient times Lge 
intodiverſc parts: the Romans devided ir firſt into 
the Cicerior and Yitertor parts, They called that the Ci- 
zerior, which lay next unto Rome, & the Roman Pro- 
vinces, betweene the River Iberus, and the 
Mountaines, and the Ulterior was that tra@t, which 
lay beyond the Iberus , and reached as farre as the O- 
cean: In ſucceeding ages,wee read that Spaine was ſe- 
parated into fixe great Provinces, as itto T&r«conie, 
Carthagines, Luſt ania,Galicia, Batics & Tingitamia lying 
in Africa, overagainlſt the ſtreight of Gibralrer, In 
the times of the Moores, there were five Kingdomes 
as Caſtile , on, Portugal! , Granada and Navarre : 
but afterwards they made a new deviſion of the whole 
Kingdome intothree Realmes, towit, thoſe of Arra- 
gon, Caſtile, and Portugall. Under the Kingdome 
of Arragon , (beſides Arragon itſelfe) were compre- 
hended Catalonis,Yalemia, Majorics, and Minorice: under 
Caſtile, they counted Biſcay, Leon, ARaria, Galecia, E- 
Zremadars, 4ndaluzia ,Granats , Murcia , and both the 
Caftiles,t with the lles of Caxeria: they reckon 
under Porivgell, befides Portugal it ſelfe , Mlyarbia.

Vpon the topp of Mount Sella, there is a Lake as 
Faſeus writeth , in which is found peeces of old ſhi 
wracks, though it be aboye 12 miles from the Sea. He

There 
are other Rivers beſides, as Lethe, Turius, Limaa,Si- 
cores,Chalibs and Auſtra,which for brevities ſake wee 
will oyer, and ſpeake ſomewhart of the Sea, rhe 
Gultfs or Bofſomes and the Havens of Spaine. It is cer= 
taine that Spaine is almoſt environned round about 
Ocean, and the Mediterranean Sea : 
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The Gulfs or Boſſomes are three in number , all 
coniming out of the Medirerrancan Sea, as Sucro- 
nenſis Illicitanus , and Virgitanus Sinus, the greateſt 
whereof is the Sucronenfis,whichis very broad at the 
mouth, bur the further it runnes into the land, the nar- 
TOWer it es. The Illicitanus Sinus is reaſonable 
great, called now Puerto Cf Alicante. The leaſt isrhe 
F irgitanus Sinus, having had this name as Mela witnel- 
x gs the towne Yrrgo; which at this day is called 
Fera or Bera, Among the Sea-havens of Spaine , the 

incipaleſt is that which of old was called Mega, 
bing | ne the Capes, or Promontoiries of Ni- 
rium, and Scythicum, now called Corunna. 

Now follow the Mountaines , whereofthe Pyrenean 
arethe chiefeſt , which ſeparates Spaine from France. 
This Mountaine Pyreness, ſhooterth our from the Eaſt 
to the Weſtward, as farre as Celticur Promontorium, (e- 
parating the Spaynards in Ciſmontanss, and Yiromonta- 
mes, that is, on this fide and beyonde the Mountaines: 
ſo he ſpreadeth our to the Southward, neere unto the 
hcadofthe River therss , and joyning with an other 
Moiitaine crofſeth the breadth of Spaine. This Moun- 
taine is called by Prolomee and Srrabo 7dubeda, allo Sal- 
tus Aucenſis, & at this daye Monte d Oca, afterthe name 
of the ancient Towre of Asce , the ruines whereofare 
yet to be ſcene by Fills France, 20 miles above Burgos, 
The iteepe rock, which lyeth by Archidonaupon the 
way, as ye goe betweene Sivill and Granada, 15 apart 
alſo of Oroſpeda, who tooke the name and famein 
the memorie of two faithfull Lovers , whoſe example 
which hapned there, will never be buyried in Obli- 
vion, and therefore is called by the Spaynards Lepenns 
de los Enomerados , and by Paulinus Bimars, becauſe it 
reacheth from the one Sea tothe other, thatis , from 
the inmoſt ro the utmoſt. Srrabso writeth , that Mownr 
Calpe 15 of no great circuit , but exceeding ſteepe and 
high,fothat it ſeemerh a farre off, rather co be an 1le- 
land. Some faine that this was one of Hercwles his Pil- 
lars, making the other tobe at Aby/a in Barbarie, and 
chat theſe were the markes of the toile and labour of 
Hercules, pretending in old time it was buta hill, that 
Hercules digged through , and which cauſcd the alte- 
ration of this place, In Alcaraſſs appeare the Marinian, 
Mountaines, ſo named by Planie , by Prolomee the Ma- 
riams,by Anthoninus Mons Mariorum,now called Sierra 
Morens. Under the toote of this Mountaine runneth 
the tamous River Bets, till he falleth into the Sea, B 
Barzclona lyeth a Mount, which the Inhabitants call 
Mont tvi, which ſome interprit tobe Mons lovs, bur 
ſome are of an other opinion , and ſay it ought ro be 
called Hons ledeoram, becauſe many of He Jewes 
were heretotore buyricd in it, as the Epitaphs , which 
are tound init. at this daye doe witnefle. Of Woods, 
Foreſts, Wilderneſles, & all manner of fruirfull trees, 
there are abundance throughout all Spaine , which 
would be here too tedious to relate. By the rowne 
called Mons Majorus, there is a wood in which all 
manner of truittulltrecs growe , that for length, and 
greatnefle puts downe all che woods in Spaine, having 
i it ſtately Oakes, Cheſtnur-trees, Wallnut-trees, Ha- 
Icllaut-rrees, Cherne, & Damſon-trces, Peare-trees. 
Figg-trees, and wilde Vine-ſtocks. There are alſo 

many woods in Spaine, which yeeld good fuell for fy- 
ring, and brave timber for the building of houſes, and 
ſhipping. What ſhall I fpeake of the many ſumpruous 
and taire Edifices both publike and private?how many 
brave Churches have they: Abbeys , Monafteries, 
Nunuenes,Geſthouſes and Hoſpitalls: Stately Royall 


Palaccs, many Princes, Lords and Knights Caſtles , & 


houſcs with an infinite number of magnificent buil- 
dings, both publick & private»

Treaſurer in Caſtile, having foure Receivers under 
him.whoſe office is , to huſband well the Kings trea- 
ſurie,and give up his accounts forit. There are a great 
number of Dukes , Marqueſſes, Earles and Lords in 
Spaine, For beſides the Prince of Arſtaria , and ſome 
others,there are 25 Dukes. The yearely revenew of 
theſe Dukes, ſome more, ſome lefſe,is thought to be 
worth from forty toa hundred thouſand Ducats, be- 
ſides the Dukes of Infanteſgi,8: of HMedine-Sidonia are 
much more , for the Dake of 1nfaxreſgi his revenews 
arerated a hundred & twentie thouſand Ducats yeare- 
ly, and che Duke of Medinas-Sidonia a hundred & thir» 
tie thouſand, They have at leaft 80 Earles, who 
yearely diſpend from ten to five and twenty houſing 
Ducats, whereof theſe are accounted the principaleſt, 
namely the Counts Bonavenſe, Alve, Mirande, and Oro- 
peſe.

Burt whichis more remarkable, about 
the yeare of Chriſt 716. when Spaine was conquered 
(and thatthe Moores and Sarracens had almott over- 
runneand wholly poſſeſſedit) they begann firſt with 
this trowne: For Pelagine (as Rodericus T oletanms Lib.6. 
in his memories of Spaine , Rodericus SantFius in his firſt 
volume & ur. Chapter in his Chronicles, and others 
relate } being deſcended of the Royall Gotiſh blood, 
and the Sonne of Fafils Duke of Cantabria , with a 
remnant of the Chriſtians, who had retired them- 
ſcluesintotheMountaines of Afturis,proclamed him- 
ſelte King,& having ſcarccly taken the gouvernment 
of the Realme upon him, ouerthrew the Moores in 
a Barrel], and fo by force ſnatched Leoy our of their 
hands.

In S. Peters Patrimonyarcaliorhe Moun- 
taines called Gallicini, in which _Lnnibal/thar Father 
of warlike Stratagems, frighted that publick & wary 
Captaine Fab. Max. with 2 000. Oxen, carrying hrein 
their hornes, while he paſſed ouer theſe Mountaines. 
Not farre from FYiterbo lic the old ruinous walls of 
Tarquinia, inwhich two Romanec Kings were borne, 
Tarquinius Priſcus & T arquiniusSuperbus.

Abraham, bing fituate in the weſt Cape of the Iland

4eppo is the greateſt Cit- 
ty of Syris, and the moſt tamous place for traficke,and 
is as it were the center, nnto which all wares arid Mar- 
Cchandiſesare brought out of Aſia, It is watered with 
a braunch of the River of Euphratus , which one of 
their Sultans led thither. Taws or Tawri/iarm was here- 
tofore the greateſt Citty ofthe Perſian Empire, which 
the Turcks have razed. The circuit whereof was well 
nigh 16000 paces, wherein it is verely thought , there 
lived 20c000 Citizens. Alcairois the molt revownedſt 
of all Africa, and doth ſurpaſle all others : the circuir 
thereot is above 8 miles, And is not onely as it were 
the Garner & Store-houſe of Egypr, & a great part of 
Africa: but alſo of India,whoſe I reaſures are brought 
thither by the Red-Sea,and from thence are carried u- 
the backs of Camells unto Carr, and fo are diſtri. 

ted along the Regions , which lye upon the Coaſts 
ofthe Mediterranean Sea.

The Temple of $. Sophia in Conflamtinople is the faireſt 
edifice, that is to be yet ſtanding,and inthe opi- 
nion of Bellon ſurpaſſeth by art the Paxtbeonof Rome. 
'Forall the inward parts of this Temple is built with 
arches, which are open in the upper part to give light 
unto it, fi with pillars of divers coulours : this 
temple hath as many doores to it, as there be dayes in 
the yeere. The Othomans Government is wholly 
deſpotique: forthis Emperor is ſo abſolute a Lord of 
all what is in his Empire , that bis ſubjects dare 
notcall themſelves Maſters or Lords of any thing, bur 
account themſelves Slaves of the grand Seignor, o 
that noe man1s'maſterof himſelfe , much leſſe of the 
houſe wherein he dwelleth, or of the lands which he 
polleſſeth, ſaving ſome few famillies in Conffantinople , 
to whome Mahomet the ſecond , out of favor gave 
ſome rights and priviledges in acknowledgement of 


their merits. Among his Miniſters the Interpretor of 
the Aloran called We ri Pope of Rome,ta- 
ketlrthe firſt | havethe ſecond , 
which are as uſtices in all cauſes, and as Patri- 
arcks, to whome aqpects for all ſuits and cauſes,

The Tarcks are 
ſevere Executors of Iuſtice, forif any man ſheds an 
other mans bloud, he is puniſhed with the ſame peual. 
tie, He which is taken in adulterie , is ſtoned to death 
with the adultreſſe , without any mercy , remiflion or 
delay. He which is found to have committed fotnica- 
tion, is to endure 800 ſtrips with a whipe or a cudgill, 
A theetfe forthe firſt or time is beaten with as 
many blowes,if he be taken the third time,he hath his 
cutt of, if the fourth his foote. It would betoo 
tedious torelate all their Lawes and cuſtomes. They 
have divers ſchooles, wherein many are taught in their 
civill Lawes , given by the Kings for the adminiſtra- 
tion of Iuſtice, and the defence of the Realme,where- 
of ſome afterward are adyanced te Eccleſiafticall fun- 
Ctions,others to ſecular. They are dull ſpirited, bloc 
kiſh and lafie : curteous toone another, but cruell to 
Straingers, great boaſters , ant and proud : they 
ſhunne all play of hazard, bur delight in tables.In ſtead 
of Religion their falſe dofrine Mahumitiſme and ſu- 
perſtition beareth ſway amongthem , which was firſt 
invented and forged by Mahomet about the 623 
when Heraclius reigned. Inthe Law of M t all 
things are abſurd & rediculous, as touching the crea. 
tion of the world , and the end thereof, ot Paradice, 
Hell, Heaven, Earth, the creation of man and Maho. 
mets yoyage into Paradice, Neverthelefſe he ac- 
kowledgeth one God, and commayndeth alſo to ho- 
nor Chriſt,as a great Prophet, as alſo Moſes and him- 
ſclte.

The Portugalls report many ſtrayn 
things of the ſabrilitie of their ſpirits, among the reſt, whic 
is molt to be wondred art,they have win ts or wagens - 
with ſailes and knowe how to ſtecre and governe them with 
ſuch dexteritie,thar in a short time they can carrie themſelves 
where they pleaſe, Their poterie is cleare , neate, and whiter 
then ſnow , which wee hold in ſuch great eſteeme under the 
name of Porcelaine, ought not to be forgo 
they ſay in this manner, they mingle and mix or breake in 
peeces certaine ſea-$hells with the yolkes of Eggs , adding 
unto them ſome other ingrediens, which they knead, and lay 
in lumps, and burie in the ground , where they letr it lye and 
ſoften for $0 or 100 yeers , and leave it as a rich treaſure to 
their Inherirours , which they make uſe of as bequeathed ro 
th by their Fathers 8 Grand-fathers , & keepe this ancient 
cuſtome to emplaiſter as much new , as they take up of the 
old. The fashion, and manner of their dyet is delicate ; not 
much unlike thoſe of France & Germanie. They drefſe their 
meare well and make curious bancketts. They fit at a table 
as they doe in Europe, upon ſtooles or formes , and not v 
the ground as the other people of Aſia doe, And though the 
Chinaes have great abundance of Fowle,of Venaiſon & both 
Shell, and ſcale fiche, yea moſt daingie meates; yer the meare 
which they eſteeme moſt of all, is ſwines fleshe or porck. 
They uſe pincers,or forks of gould and filver totakeuptheir 
meare, T he rich and wealthie wen, cloath themſelves in filke 
of divers coulours, the meaner fort in black cotton , & in lin- 
nen cloth , for they have not the knowledg to make wollen 
cloth among the.

Megafthenes mentionerh that there are 
ſixty riversin indie , which in the Summer time over- 
flow (asthe Nile doth) & farrens the ground, which 
is the principall cauſe of the fruirfulneſle thereof. It is 
reported that Ganges as the Nyle breedeth & feederh 
Crocodclls, Dolphins, and Cunngers, which arc zo 
foore long,as Plimee relaterh. 

The beſt and faireſt partof India lycthalonge the 
Indian or Sourherne Occan. And though there be 
many good havens: yethitis very crous ſayling 
along this Coaſt ; becauſc ofthe many Rocks, Clifts, 
and Quickſands, which lyc about this Coaſt.

They 
celebrate aſvvellthe Sabbath , & the Sunday after the taſhion of 
the ancient Chriſtians. And this t hey account thegreateſt uſe of 
the Lavve,that it ſhevveth us vur finnes:&belecue verely,thatno 
man can keepe it, but oncly lefus Chriſt , vvho hath fulfilled ir 
for us?They loue vyell the Saints,and reverence them, but never 
pray unto them. They haue the Virgin Mary in great honour:ne- 
verchelefſe they doc not vvorſhip her, or require her ayd or 
helpe. Marriage ispermitred alſyvell ro theclergic and Prieſts,as 
to Lay-men. They punith ſeverelyall fornication and yvhore- 
dome. They hauc a Patriarch Preſident of their Churches,a man 
of an approved vertue,grave,excellently learned & vvell ſtricken 
inage. Whoſe funtionis to Keepe, and conſerue the Church 
and Ecclcſiaſticks in union, to maintaine the Church diſcipline, 
and to excommunicate the rebellious. The EleQion of Biſhops, 
& other Churchmen is onely in the povver of the King.

He Kingdome of Congo,or Main Congois rich and mighty. It 


reacherth from S.Katherins Cape, vvhichis vvithin ryvode- 
grees anda halfe of the EquinoQtiall, and thooting tovvards the 
South as farre as Cape Ledo. Itis bounded on the Weſt vvith the 
eA-thiopich Ocean , on the South vvith the hils called Lune Montes 
and rhe Caffres,on theEaſt vvith theMountaine from vvhence the 
rivers ſpring, vvhich run intothe Fountaines of Nilw: and onthe 
North vvith the Kingdome of Beninus. Theſe Countrys vvere dit- 
couvered by Diego Can, a Portugal, Arino 1 486.and are populous. 
The aire there is very milde and temperate , having never noe 
winters. Neither isthe Summer ouer heate or oftenſiue to the 
Inhabitats. The ſoile aboundeth in all ſorts of graine, as W heare, 
Turcky Hirſe, Batly,& fruirfull trees. In the fields there grovves 
many kind of Palme trees, ſome of them bearing Dates, others ln- 
dian Nutts. There are an other Kind of Palmes,from vvhich they 
make oyle, vvine, bread & viniger. They make oyle of them like 
our Eutter,vvhich they uſe in their meares, Vntiens, and lamps. 
The vvine they extraCt by petcingthe topps ofthe trees, out of 
vyhich there runns a vyhite kinde of liquour, deare & frethe : at 
the firſt itis ſvvect,and aftervyard becomes ſharpe,ſo thatin ſtead 
of Viniger they uſe itamongrheir Whit-meates, and vvith the 


Nutts ot theſe Trees they make bread. Theſe Nuttsare like Al- 


mands , but ſomevvhat harder. Your Cafis or Aromaticall 
vvyood, and Cedars grovy there in abundance. Their Gardens, & 
Orchards are tull of all kind of herbes and fruits , as Pompi 

Mutke Melons, Cucumbers, and the like vvith diverſc oh 
vvhich grovy not under the climares of Europe. They haue in 
fone places atree called Enſads , out of the braunches vyvhercof 
their thoots ſome ſcions, vvhich having rouched the Earth,ſhoot 
andgrovve up in trees vvith a great defire of multiplication. All 
this countrie 1s richin mines of merttals:eſpecially of Silver,neere 
untothe lle of Loands.

The Tevvnes, 
prime Cirticis Bembe, ſeated inaplaine, beryveecnetherivers of 
Loza , and Ambriza. The Governour of this Province keepes his 
refidencie init, being a hundred miles diſtant from theſea. The 
ſecodProvince of theKingdome ofCongo,isSongo, lying bervveene Conge. 
the rivers of Zaire: .The Capirall citty is alſo called Songo, 
vvhere the Goyernour dvyclleth. The Province of Sundj, rea- S*»d+ 
cherh from the citry of Congo, vvhich the Portugals novy call Saint 
$vioxr unto the river Zaire. This Province abounderh in diyerſe 
kinde of Mettals. The Natiues preferre yron aboue all others, 
becauſe of that they can make ſvyords, kniues, and armes. There 
are alſo Sables, Martines and other Animals afyycll as in other 
Countries. The chiefe royvne of this Province is Sunda. ThePro- 
vince of Pango bordereth Northvvard upon Sandi, on the South **2* 
upon Batts,on the Welt upon Congo , & on the Eaſt upon Montes 
Solis. Pango is the cincipall City, yvhere the Governour keepes 
his abode. The Province of Bette bounderh on the North upon #*#«. 
Pango , on the Eaſt upon the river of Barbols , and ade to 
Montes Solis,and to the foore of the Mountaines Aphroniles;and on 
the Southſide of theſe Mountaines, it bordexeth upon the river 
of Barola even tothe burning Mountaine, The chiefe tovvne is 
alle called Batt , vvhere the Prince keepes his refidencie. The 
ſixth Province is Pembs , lying in the midfſt ofthe Kingdome , in Pewbe. 
vyhich ſtands the prime androyall Cirticof , novycalled 
Samt Saviour, but heretofore Banzs, vvhich lignifieth a pallace, in Seine Se 
vvhuch the King or Governour forthe moſt partkepr his Court. »0ur. 
Iris fituated upon a hill, being about 150 Ieafian iles diſtant fr6 
the Sea. This Countricis vyatered vvith many rivers, the chiefeſt g;yere. 
vvhereof is Zaire , ſpringing out of the Lake of Zembre, being in 
ſome places 5 miles broad,carrying vvith him agreat many leſſer 
rivers and brookes,vvhich fall into him & reraines his freth vva- 
rex ſome times ten,at other rimes,vvhen he ſvyells, 1 6 miles into 
the ſea. Their boates, and ſhipping are madethere vvithakinof 
vvood called Liconds capable to hold 200 men. Inthis river they 
take Crocodiles , Sea-horles, anda kind ofa great fithcalled Ambize 
Angulo,, vvbich vveighs500 pound vveight , of anexcellentraſt, 
aſloone asthe fiſhers haue taken itthey muſt preſently bring it to 
the King upon paine of death.

The towne is buikatthe foote Ma hill in a plaine,from 
whence the Mountaines begins to riſe, the houſes for 
the moſt part being covered with Palme-leaues. There 
is a litle river comming our of arock, which doth dif- 
chargeir ſelfein thenext Lake, inwhich thereare ta- : 
ken many. ſavouric fiſh, which are brought into the 
rowne. Itabounderhin houſchold fruits, a 
the ſoile as Platancs, Guayabas, Pinnas, Granadillas, _Am- 
babayas , Lurunias and Tucumays, all well taſted. There 
are alſo Dates, the meale whereof is exceeding nou- 
riſhing. Thereare likewiſe Grapes, Figgs and Melons, 
very like tothoſc of Caſtile. Burthe Trees grownot ſo 
longe, for Pomgranatesand Quinces, willnorgrowwell 
there. Heretotore the Inhabirants thereot dwelt in 
houſes made of dirt, with carthen walls, and keptraine 
water in pits, and oftentimes dyed for thirſt. 

Theſc Indians were greeveoully moleſted by others 
called Cherignanſaes, as alſo the Tiranes diſtant ſome 35.
